Synthetic coke especially, which has 
been sort of the Holy Grail for aspiring 
bathtub chemists for many years now, 
generally involves trying to warp the 
atropine molecule into something that 
looks like cocaine on paper, as an 
abstract diagram.

THE POPPY PERPLEX 


'm cultivating opium poppies this 
season and need to find out how to 
extract and prepare the opium for 
‘smoking. I've also heard that hops vines 
can be grafted onto marijuana root stock 
in order to grow hops vines with THC. 
—8.M. 

Carbondale, Colorado 


ED— That notion of grafting hop vines to 
pot plants, while eternally popular, is 
probably just a little too crazy to ever 
work properly. But if enough people try 
it, maybe sooner or Jater it'll pan out. As 
for preparing opium from poppies, 
essentially it's quite simple. You plant 
the seeds in November so they have 
time to develop roots all winter before 
coming up in the spring. In May or 
dune, when the poppy petals 
commence to wilting, you take a very 
small, sharp knife and slice each poppy 
crosswise. A white droplet of sap will 
ze forth. Let the plants sit overnight 
and the droplets will congeal. The 
following day, rub off the opium clots 
with your hands. After you've harvested 
about 20 acres, you'll have enough 
opium for perhaps an ounce of dope. 
The first trick to poppy horticulture is to 
find someplace to secretly grow 
endless acres of poppies. The second 
trick is to procure a crew ready to 
undertake the back-breaking labor of 
harvesting.

everal years ago | had a conversation 
Stout termites with one of the leaders 
of the NORML National Legal Commit- 
tee, Michael Stepanian, Mike suggested 
that marijuana consumers could learn 
from termites. We could quietly get into 
the mainstream of society and after doing 
0, topple the marijuana laws from within. 
He compared it to termites bringing down 
a house: no one knows they are there 
until the house falls down around them 

This seemed like an interesting anal- 
ogy. Most marijuana consumers | know 
have legitimate jobs. As one friend 
described it, “We've fooled them, they 
don’t know we use marijuana.” This is 
Possible because marijuana consumers 
are normal people. They do their jobs as 
well as anyone. Their employers can't tell 
they use marijuana because it does not 
affect work performance. Thus marijuana 
consumers can be productive citizens 
and, down the road, overthrow the mari- 
juana laws from within. 

Mass urine testing for marijuana 
makes it more difficult for marijuana con- 
sumers to get by. Even though an 
employer cannot tell if someone is a 
marijuana consumer, a urine test will 
show positive for weeks, perhaps even 
months, after last ingestion of marijuana. 

Don't think that mass urine testing is 
too unAmerican to be accepted by our 
society. Sure, random searches of large 
numbers of people based on no suspi- 
cion is unAmerican, but look at some the 
other unAmerican things going on. In the 
name of marijuana prohibition they poi- 
son the forests with herbicides, send 
national guard troops onto private prop- 
erty, search backyards with helicopters, 
and arrest 49 of us every hour. Mass

urine testing is just one more invasive 
unAmerican weapon in the marijuana 
war. 

The use of urine tests is the key tool to 
make individual consumers the targets of 
the marijuana war. Remember what the 
President's Commission on Organized 
Crime said this March: we have an 
“obligation” to “recognize that those 
among us—friends, relatives, col- 
leagues, and other ‘respectable’ peo- 
ple’—are “the driving force behind...the 
assault on this country.” They made us 
the primary enemy of the marijuana war 
and urged the recriminalization of mari- 
juana possession offenses, mass urine 
testing and police state tactics to target 
us in the war. 

Already millions of citizens are being 
forced to submit to urine tests; thousands 
are being fired or blacklisted fromm work 
on the basis of urine tests for marijuana. 
Sometime in the near future when you 
are applying for a job or seeking a 
promotion, you will be forced to provide a 
sample of your bodily fluids and incrimi- 
nate yourself. 

This inevitablity makes it necessary for 
us to recognize that we are faced with the 
choice our forefathers faced: either we 
join together or we will hang separately. 

Now is time for all good termites to 
evolve into human beings 

It is time to come out of the closet, to 
let your friends and families know that the 
war on marijuana is a war declared on 
you—a normal, productive, U.S. citizen. 

By standing up we can claim certain 
inalienable rights that human beings 
have and termites don't. These rights 
were described by our founding fathers 
as the rights to “life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.” This phrase well 
describes the rights of marijuana con- 
sumers. The prohibition of marijuana 
denies us the right to the pursuit of 
happiness. The threat of arrest denies us 
liberty. And the threat of being blacklisted 
by a. urine test denies us life. We have sat

back for too long. It is time to stand up 
and claim rights that cannot be taken 
away by any government. 

The act of standing up and admitting to 
your friends, families and colleagues that 
you are a marijuana consumer is a critical 
first step to ending the marijuana war. By 
doing so we educate all of society. We let 
them know that the stereotype of mari- 
juana consumers as lazy, drug-abusing 
adolescents is wrong, that in reality we 
are productive normal citizens. We need 
to put a face on the enemies of the 
marijuana war. 

Recently the Phil Donohue Show 
examined urine testing for drugs. The 
show demonstrated how a human face 
can change minds. At the beginning of 
the show the general consensus of the 
audience seemed to favor drug testing 
People claimed, if you're not guilty you 
have nothing to hide and if you are, you're 
getting what you deserve. 

However, after the audience heard the 
personal accounts of people who had 
been victimized by urine testing their 
perspectives changed. They saw the 
humiliation and degradation of these fel- 
low citizens. When they heard one 
women say, “If it is a choice between 
taking another urine test or being unem- 
ployed, | choose to be unemployed,” the 
audience applauded wildly. 

Americans do not favor seeing normal 
citizens victimized. In the '70s when we 
were able to show the public that normal 
people were going to jail for marijuana 
Possession, possession offenses were 
decriminalized or no longer enforced. 
Now with mass urine testing we have the 
opportunity to let the public see that 
healthy, productive citizens are being 
victimized by the marijuana war. This 
time, if we all stand up, we can end 
marijuana prohibition. 

You have nothing to lose. You will be 
tested some day. You may as well take 
advantage of the safety in numbers: 
stand up now and don't hang alone. @

ttorney Rodney Smith, 
A: to testify before 

the House of Represen- 
tatives subcommittee on 
Human Resources, sat at the 
witness table nonplussed as 
the chairman held up a plastic 
urine-collection vial and 
droned: “The Chair will 
require you to go to the men's 
room and under the direct 
‘observation of a male member 
of the committee staff to uri- 
nate in this specimen bottle.” 
Smith’s urine sample would be 
taken to a commercial labora 
tory and tested for traces of 
drugs, it was explained, if he 
would only comply with this 
Congressional directive. 

Tom his credit, Rodney 
Smith refused to comply. 
Instead of being infuriated or 
citing Smith for contempt, 
however, committee chairman 
Gary Ackerman (D.— 
Queens, NY) congratulated 
him. “I thank you for very 
eloquently proving the point 
that we have set out to prove,” 
commended Ackerman. 

Attorney Smith, a former 
New York City prosecutor, had 
just one week previously 
authored a federal government 
report, under the auspices of 
the much-touted President's 
Commission on Organized 


Crime, which had firmly called 
for the mandatory urine-test- 
ing of every working American 
citizen, beginning with all 
Federal government employ- 
ees. The point of universal 
urinalysis, as Smith’ report 
explained it, would be to forci- 
bly eliminate American drug 
users from the ranks of the 
employed, so that they would 
no longer be in any position to 
underwrite the billions of dol- 
lars which the dope traffickers 
of the world make every year. 
‘Therefore, the Crime Com- 
mission's report called on 
President Reagan personally 
to “direct the heads of all 
Federal agencies to formulate 
immediately clear policy state- 
ments, with implementing 
guidelines, including suitable 
drug testing.” Moreover, the 
mandatory piss-test pro- 
cedures should be imposed on 
all private companies doing 
business with the government, 
the report decreed, and even- 
tually every employer in Amer- 
ica, public and private alike, 
‘ought to follow along scru- 
pulously. 

As a federal employee him- 
self, Smith certainly had the 
opportunity, that day in the 
House hearing room, to dra- 
matically inaugurate his grand 
new epoch of universal uri- 
nalysis in America, just by 
going into a washroom and

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doing what comes naturally. 
When push came to shove, 
though, he sputtered that he 
hadn’t been advised in advance 
that he might be piss-tested 
and called it all a “cheap shot.” 
It was simply the climax of a 
very bad week for Rod Smith, 
and for the burgeoning uri- 
nalysis industry in America. 


Pissing Off The Public 


“Frankly, I'm really over- 
joyed at the way that the 
urinalysis question has finally 
gone public,” exults NORML's 
national director, Kevin Zeese, 
who has been prosecuting a 
variety of urinalysis lawsuits 
for over four years now. 
“Hardly anyone ever bothers 
to think much about the issue 
of urine surveillance unless it 
threatens them personally. 
Before that happens, they 
tend to vaguely think of it as 
some well-meant attempt to 
scare the kids off pot. But 
when the President's Crime 
Commission came straight out 
and put everybody's job on the 
line over urinalysis, a whole lot 
of people got intensely inter- 
ested overnight. They realized 
that marijuana-law’ enforce- 
ment isn’t just a problem for 
kids. Nine out of ten people 
who smoke pot are adults, and 
there are around 30 million of 
them, at least. So Judge 
Kaufman's urinalysis proposal 
woke up a lot of people, 
finally.” 

Judge Irving Kaufman, who 
sits on the Second Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New York 
City, was chairman of the 
President's Commission on 
Organized Crime during its 
deliberations from 1984 until 
its disbandment last spring. 
‘The universal-urinalysis pro- 
posal was put forth in one of 
the panel’s final official reports, 
and was very promptly dis- 
owned by several of the emi- 
nent criminologists who 
served on the 18-member 
Commission. “I don’t agree,” 
said Thomas McBride, associ- 
ate dean of the Stanford Uni- 
versity School of Law. Another 
panel member, Readers Digest 
editor Eugene Methvin, said 
that he’d wanted to discuss 
urinalysis issues on the panel, 
but no meeting had ever been 
held for that purpose. “I didn't 
get the final draft” of the 
report, revealed panelist 
Charles Rogovin of Temple 
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University. “I don’t think any 
of us got the final draft. If | had 
seen it, I certainly would have 
asked questions.” 

It was unclear, in fact, 
whether Judge Kaufman him- 
self had ever seen the exact 
wording of the final report 
Smith authored before the day 
the report was released at a 
Washington press conference. 
Certainly there was a great 
deal in the report besides the 
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Piss Test Protests 
Proliferate 

Within 24 hours, the public- 
information flacks for the Pres- 
ident's Commission ceased 
answering media inquiries 
about this incident; in fact, for 
several days they simply 
declined to take any media 
calls at all, from anyone. This 
was in dramatic contrast to 
previous policy for the Com-

dope-testing recommendation. 
While concluding, after nearly 
three years’ study, that inten- 
sified law-enforcement tech- 
niques are markedly ineffec- 
tive at controlling the flow of 
illegal drugs into America, the 
report nevertheless ritually 
called for augmented narco- 
police budgets, full re-crimi- 
nalization and intensified pros- 
ecution of the marijuana laws, 
more jails, more cops, and 
broad enlargement of all sorts 
of police surveillance over pri- 
vate citizens. But the uri- 
nalysis proposal was brought 
forth for special press atten- 
tion by Rodney Smith, and 
instantly elicited a battery of 
questions from reporters. 

‘The question of civil liber 
ties and invasion of privacy 
were flaty dismissed by Smith, 
who countered that federal 
narcs are “putting their lives 
on the line” because of drug 
users’ “weekend activities.” 
Judge Kaufman allowed that 
universal pisstesting would be 
a capital supplement to the 
doomed efforts of these narcs: 
“Law enforcement has been 
tested to its utmost, but let's 
face it, it hasn’t succeeded. So 
let's try something else. Let’s 
try testing.” Evidently a little 
startled at the press’ reaction 
to the proposal, Kaufman (who 
sentenced Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg to die in the gas 
chamber in 1952) strove “to 
make clear that the Commis- 
sion does not advocate an 
Orwellian state.” 


mission’s PR people, who had 
always been remarkably assid- 
uous at broadcasting the Com- 
mission's slightest activities 
through any journalist they 
could buttonhole. But the pub- 
lic reaction to their ultimate 
piss-test recommendation was 
so overwhelmingly negative 
that obviously anything they 
might say further would only 
fan the flame of controversy. 

Eminent members of Con- 
gress came out foresquare 
against the piss proposal 
before that evening's prime- 
time newscasts. “Millions of 
federal workers lined up to 
take drug test is something I 
would expect to find in th 
Soviet Union, not in America, 
said Rep. Charles Schumer 
(D.-N.Y.). “Ifa prize was cre- 
ated for the most idiotic rec- 
ommendation of a presidential 
commission,” observed Rep. 
Pat Schroeder (D.—Colo.), 
“this one would surely be the 
winner.” Rep. Peter Rodino 
(D.—N,J.) himself a commis- 
sion member, denounced the 
idea as unconstitutional. And 
the American Federation of 
Government Employees pro- 
claimed, “We oppose the 
witchhunt mentality. Whole- 
sale drug testing, we believe, 
will violate the Fourth Amend- 
ment.” 

Beginning with the next 
day’s editions, newspapers 
everywhere around the coun- 
try began editorializing against 
the federal piss proposal. The 
extremely conservative 


Houston Post tagged it as a 
decidedly “Orwellian” enlarg- 
ment of government control 
over the private sector, 
lamenting: “It is clear that we 
are entering one of those peri- 
ods of national hysteria when 
the zeal to combat a social ill 
bids to ride roughshod over 
individual rights... Labor 
unions must push to include a 
ban on mass testing in collec 
tive-bargaining agreements, 
and non-union employees can 
only fight testing by pressing 
for the passage of state and 
local legislation.” 

The Wall Street Journal, 
hardly a liberal soapbox, 
sounded digusted: “This 
sweeping proposal is an exam- 
ple of enforcement mentality 
run amok. If you can’t catch 
the crooks, at least make 
things tough for the innocent.” 
And the August New York 
Times revived a notion that 
sounds almost radical nowa- 
days: “Why not sharpen pri- 
orities by legalizing or at least 
decriminalizing marijuana, as 
some communities have done, 
while mounting an all-out 
attack on the far more dan- 
gerous heroin and cocaine?” 


Goverment Flacks 
Cam Up 


Far from marshalling sup- 
port for expanded dope testing 
in the American workplace 
then, Rod Smith's feisty recom- 
mendation was actually threat- 
ening to stir up a genuine 
public debate on fundamental 
issues involving the control of 
drugs in American society. As 
a result—since a genuine 
debate is the last thing the 
Reagan Administration's rabid 
dope-control clique desires— 
government comment on the 
controversy was simply sus- 
pended. A conference held 
later that week at the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse, 
where NIDA’s official guide- 
lines for urine-testing were 
announced, had originally been 
scheduled to coincide with the 
Commission report so as to 
emphasize and publicize its 
piss-test proposal; but after 
the torrid public reception the 
proposal received, the NIDA 
press office simply omitted to 
promote the conference to the 
news media and as a result, 
the conference was never 
mentioned anywhere, in print 
or on the air. @

Then the seasonal 

eradication program 
know as CAMP—Campaign 
Against Marijuana Planting— 
commences this summer, it 
will be the first police opera- 
tion in the nation’s history to 
have to submit to inspection 
and supervision by a judicial 
authority. Over the last three 
summers, the outrageous 
activities of the paramilitary 
CAMP troops in the remote 
regions of Northern California 
have sparked over 150 separate 
allegations of extreme police 
misconduct against citizens, and 
have generated an ongoing 
class-action lawsuit brought 
against CAMP by several Cal- 
ifornia NORML attomeys. 

In the course of the CAMP 
lawsuit, held in the federal 
court for the Northern District 
of California, Northern Califor- 
nia residents have described 
how CAMP helicopters have 
literally chased men, women, 
children and livestock down 
roads and across pastures; 
destroyed and removed private 
property from peoples’ prem- 
ises in the course of war- 
rantless entries and searches; 
and physically threatened peo- 
ple with guns at warrantless 
roadblocks, among many other 
misconducts. As a result, last 
fall after the third CAMP pot- 
bashing season, Judge Aguilar 
of the Federal District Court 
formally enjoined CAMP from

operating in this fashion in 
future, and laid down stringent 
guidelines for future opera- 
tions: banning the flight of heli- 
copters over inhabited dwell-

supevisors—who include 
federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration personnel as 
well as State Bureau of Nar- 
cotics cops—obey the terms 
of the injunction, Judge Aguilar 
appointed a special judicial 
monitor to oversee the CAMP 
field activities this year. 
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“This is the first time in the 
history of our country that a 
monitor has been appointed to 
oversee a law-enforcement 
activity,” says attorney Ron 
Sinoway, chief counsel for the 
plaintiffs in the CAMP suit. 
Judicial monitors are very 
rarely appointed by the courts, 
and usually only in situations 
which involve school-desegre- 
gation programs in the Deep 
South. The monitor over 
CAMP, retired Napa County 
Superior Court trial Judge 
Thomas Kungsgard, has been 
commissioned by Judge 
Aguilar to carry out spot visits 
to CAMP operation sites with- 
out warning, to attend police 
planning sessions before raids 
are completed, to collect eye- 
witness reports of possible 
police misconduct, and to gen- 
erally ensure that the terms of 
Aguilar’s injunction against 
misconduct are observed to 
the letter by the CAMP 
troops. Kungsgard will also 
investigate the tactics of sus- 
pected marijuana growers and 
venders to determine whether 
the CAMP forces can operate 
effectively under the terms of 
Aguilar’ injunction. 

CAMP itself will have to 
underwrite the expenses of 
this monitoring activity out of 
its own budget. Aguilar has 
stipulated that CAMP must 
deposit $50,000 out front to 
cover Judge Kungsgard’s 
activities for three months—a 
doubling of the original 
expenses, which had ordered 
CAMP to pay $50,000 for six 
months of federal monitoring.@

RABBI WASHED DOPE $ 
TO SAVE SCRIPTURE SCHOOL

HE INTERNATIONAL 

narcotics trade has suck- 

ered in God Almighty as a 
prime co-conspirator, it was 
revealed last spring, after a 
venerable Yeshiva religious 
‘school in New York City was 
revealed to have washed 
scores of millions of dollars in 
dirty money for the Mafia dur- 
ing the early ’80s. Rabbi 
Yisreal Eidelman, 40, 
executive vice president of 
Meserith Terefiths Jerusalem 
on East Broadway in lower 
Manhattan—the oldest Yes- 
hiva school in all New York 
City—pled guilty late last year 
to helping wash $28 million for 
several organized-crime gangs 
through the school’s bank 
accounts between 1981 and 
1983, but news of the Rabbi's 
arrest was suppressed until 
after his information had led to 
the busts of three Mafia front 
companies in Brooklyn, among 
other mob outfits. In return for 
cooperating with the New York 
City district attorney's office, 
Rabbi Eidelman—along with 
the Yeshiva's accountant, 
Sandor Berkowitz, 38—was 
permitted to evade a prison 
sentence, by pleading guilty to 
various misdemeanor charges 
involving irregularities in cur- 
rency transactions. 

“These men were not think- 
ing of their own skins,” Man- 
hattan assistant DA Jessica de 
Cruzia told the press, explain- 
ing why the two Hasidim 
moved all that dirty money. 
“They did not benefit mon- 
etarily from the moneywashing 
scheme. They were thinking 
about saving the Yeshiva. For 
them, protecting the Yeshiva 
was like protecting God. They 
kept the Yeshiva going.” 
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Of the $28 million in Mob money that 
moved through Meserith Terefith’s accounts 
over those three years, only about $2 
rilion remained in them. As the operation 
was arranged, various petty-Mafiosi 
“smurf” currency couriers would carry cash 
and checks to the school’s accounts in Bank 
Leumi and the Israeli Discount Bank in New 
York. “During the ten minutes or so the 
money was actually in their accounts,” 
according to the police, about one percent 
of it would accrue to the school. The 
remainder would be quickly transferred to 
the other banks—mainly by wire transfer 
overseas—by other smurfs. 


After their arrests, in mid-1985, Rabbi 
Eidelman and bookkeeper Berkowitz “were 
giving up merchants all over town for tax 
evasion,” says a Manhattan ADA. Both re- 
signed from the school immediately, and 
commenced full-time cooperation with the 
Manhattan DA‘s office, which relayed rele- 
vent bits of information to state and federal 
investigators. 

‘The Yeshiva’s moneywashing operation 
finally came to public notice last spring when 
executives of three Brooklyn “merchandis- 
ing’ firms pled guilty to tax evasion, after 
being arrested on the information of 
Eidelman and Berkowitz. These Brooklyn

Al the Mob deposits into the school’s bank 
were made out in sums of less than $10,000, 
so that the banks would not be obliged to fill 
‘out special financial forms for large deposits, 
which would have brought the transactions to 
the attention of federal authorities. Inevitably, 
considering all the money involved, this a- 
mounted to plenty of separate deposits; 
besides all the cash transactions, the Mob’s 
smurfs fed over 20,000 separate checks into 
Mesereth Terefith’ accounts over less than 
three years. 

No one at the Israeli banks, though, 
thought to alert the authorities to. this 
unusual amount of money moving through a 
single rather small, exclusive religious 
school. The operation was discovered in 
1983 by New York City accountant-cops 
tracing the disbursements of three Green- 
wich Village clothing stores implicated in 
washing Mob money. Since these trendy 
haberdashers appeared to be donating a 
phenomenal amount of cash to this ultra- 
conservative scripture school—where the 
preferred men’s fashions tend toward black 
gowns, slouch hats and white spats—inves- 
tigators commenced looking for the school- 
teacher in charge of all that money. 


people paid a total of $30,000 in fines and 
back taxes. 

Investigators outside of the Manhattan 
DA‘s office have alluded to various other ac- 
tivities the Yeshiva moneywashers may 
have been involved in. The Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration tells of some $200,000 
which was wired from the school’s banks to 
the Miami account of one Jose Stroh in 
1984. Stroh, a citizen of Colombia, was 
responsible for a single shipment of two and 
a half tons of cocaine to Los Angeles in that 
year, the DEA says. 

‘One co-conspirator with God who has yet 
to be tracked down, according to 
authorities, went by the name of “Wardit 
Silverman” on some $700,000 in checks 
made out to him Meserith Terefith checks in 
1982 and '83. “Silverman” routinely 
arranged for the funds to be wired over- 
seas, using a bogus Israeli passport for 
bank identification, and signing his name in 
Hebrew on bank documents. Since this 
pseudonymous supersmurf evidently kept a 
discreet distance between himself and any- 
one at Meserith Terefith, the authorities 
have yet to get a line on his true identifica- 
tion or whereabouts. @

Can't be done, an 
LSD urine test. Never going to 
happen.”

us Valium—nothing is impossi- 
ble. With employers every- 
where in the country relent- 
lessly piss-testing employees 
and job applicants for “abuse” 
drugs for all sorts, obviously 
an LSD test would make a 
wonderfully profitable addition 
to the Roche Abuscreen line of 
quick, cheap dope tests. So 
they confected this new gim- 
mick for acid, and added it to 
their tests for pot, Angel 
Dust, Reds, coke, speed, 


smack and Quaaludes. 

The amazing new acid test 
from Roche Diagnostics (Hoff- 
man-LaRoche’s dope-test sub- 
sidiary) can look down to a 
barely 500 picograms of end- 
products LSD in a milliliter of 
urine, the firm claims. In their 
technical material, they say 
they think a person might have 
that much leftover LSD in his 
or her bladder up to 24 hours 
after tripping. And they say 
they believe the test won't 
show up false-positive results 


if'a person's taking prescription 


drugs like ergotamine (Ergo- 
mar, for migraine headaches) 
or bromocryptine (Parlodel, 
for Parkinson's Disease). 
The process, like all the 
Abuscreen tests, involves a 
rudimentary radio-immunoas- 
say technique, which has so 
many buil uncertainties 
that all “positive” results have 
to be re-checked by better 
methods. And although the 
Roche Abuscreen is pheno- 
menally cheap, test by test, 
those better confirmation 
methods cost heaps of money. 
But the good folks at Hoff- 
man-LaRoche don't tell their 
employer customers about 
that, before they sell them on 
these piss tests. @

4. What do urine tests actually measure? 

@ Urine tests are designed to seek out the end-product metabolites of various drugs: 
tell-tale non-drug compounds which tend to show up in urine at some point after the drug 
has been ingested. In the case of marijuana, the tests look for a compound called 9-car- 
boxy THG; in the case of cocaine, they look for ecognine. 

2. How long does THC stay in the body? Cocaine? 

@ No one knows how long 9-carboxy THC stays in the body, potentially detectable by 
rine tests, after marijuana has been smoked. It doesn't really matter; exports agree that 
if a person smokes just one joint every weekend, there's a possibility that the person 
might be susceptible to showing “positive” for THC on a urine test given on any day of 
the following week. For cocaine, the tests are designed to show “positives” for up to 
three days after the drug has been taken. (The manufacturers estimate five days, but 
they lie.) 

3. Does how much | smoke or ingest affect the test? 

In the case of marijuana, the critical factor is how regularly a person uses the drug; 
anyone who smokes more often than once or twice per week is susceptible to showing 
THC “positives,” whether they smoke a lot or only little. For cocaine, however, the size of 
the dose makes the difference; the smaller the doses, the less likely a “positive” result. 
4. How can! spoil the test? 

@ Standard commercial urine tests—there are only two brands on the market—are 
typical “quick and dirty” immunoassay devices, necessarily calibrated to examine fluids 
with an acid-to-base ratio (pH factor) from3:0to 4:0. By raising or lowering the pH factor 
of your sample out of this range, you can simply and undetectably foil the tests. This can 
be done by dropping six grams or more of ordinary table salt into the urine-collection 
vial, along with the sample of your urine; alternatively, an even smaller amount of com- 
mon household ammonia, Drano or whatever, will suffice. The urinalysis machine will 
simply fail to recognize the sample as urine, and will automatically give it a “drug-free” 
readout. /mportant: There Is nothing a person can take internally, such as vinegar or 
vitamins or salt, which will foil a urinalysis test. 

5. What can I doif! test positive but don’t think I should have? 

@ You can get a lawyer to challenge the test for you in a court of law, by suing whomever 
may havemade you take it. These tests do not fare welll in court; several state courts have 
already banned the use of these tests on prisoners and corrections personnel, and labor- 
arbitration decisions have uniformly gone against employers who've used them to fire 
employees. The fact is, these tests are not sufficiently dependable to beused as grounds 
for taking adverse action against people, under any circumstances at all. If you get into 
any sort of trouble because of these unreliable devices, you should write NORML—Suite 
640, 20001 S St. NW, Washington, DC 20009—and NORML can recommend a knowledge- 
able attorney for you. 

6. Are urine tests legal? Who Is allowed to administer them? 

@ There aro no laws at all, federal or state, to regulate the use of these urinalysis tests. 
Even though they're even less reliable than lie-detector tests, and infinitely more inva- 
sive, the fact is that they've only been in production since 1980, and people are just now 
beginning to hear about them. No one gets interested in this urinalysis business until 
their own job is on the line, and that’s why there are no laws governing the use of these 
gimmicks. 

7. Can! be arrested If the test Is positive? 

No. These tests are far too unreliable to be used as “evidence” in the courts of law. 
Important: When challenged with these factual data, promoters of drug-urinalysis 
procedures invariably respond that they're using some sort of “new test,” fresh out on 
the market, which is “100-percent reliable.” This is a lie every time. There are only two 
sorts of urine tests on the market: the EMIT Drugs-of-Abuse line from the Syva Company 
of Palo Alto, California, and the Roche Abusescreen system, from Roche Diagnostics of 
Nutloy, New Jersey. If aurine-test administrator claims to be using some “new” test, you 
should challenge that person to give its brand name; that person has just lied toyou, and 
that will be very important in any subsequent lawsuit.

@On February 26th, the 
California Marijuana In- 
itiative, along with a nation- 
wide activist network, suc- 
cessfully distributed over 2000 
specially printed “free” copies 
of The Emperor Wears No 
Clothes to high school students 
around the country.

entitled Crime in America—The Drug 
Connection, sponsored by the Washington 
Journalism Center, Professor Arnold 
Trebach, director of the Institute on Drugs, 
Crime, and Justice at American University, 
tolda group of journalistshis strategy for deal- 
ing with the drug problem. Trebach would 
immediately decriminalize marijuana, on the 
grounds it’s not dangerous as used by most 
Americans, and if abused no worse than 
alcohol or tobacco.” He would probably stop 
short of completely legalizing cocaine, but 
would eliminate criminal penalties for posses- 
sion of minor amounts. He would permit use 
of all drugs, heroin included, for treatment of 
terminally ill patients. “This plan would free 
up law enforcement dollars for truly 
dangerous narcotics, like PCP," Trebach 
said. “It would also provide funds for a 
broader education effort, teaching future 
generations not to abuse any substances.” 


URINALYSIS UPDATE 


PLAYERS “Just Say No” Urinalysistesting 
as part of post season physical exams is an 
embattled issue between the NFL Players 
‘Association and league management. When 
‘most Cardinal players, encouraged by team- 
mate Joe Bostic, balked at taking the tests, the 
management fined those who didn't $1000 
each. Both union and management plantofile 
grievances over the issue. Last year, the 
Players Union protested against the spot 
testing checks done by the Giants, Seahawks, 
and Vikings management officials, and 
received assurances that the practice would 
not continue. No grievances were filed 
against any of those teams at that time. 
JupcEs “Say Yes” A federal judge in 
Camden, N.J. has upheld state racing com- 
mission regulations subjecting jockeys toran- 
dom testing for signs of drugs in their urine. 
Several of the nation’s best known riders, in- 
cluding Willie Shoemaker and Angelo Cor- 
dero, had brought suit to invalidate the pro- 
gram. The jockeys believe that urine testing 
should only be conducted if there is reason to 
suspect drug use by a particular rider. 
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DuPont Requires Piss Test. Dupont 
has joineda growing list of major corporations 
requiring all job applicants to take and pass 
tests for illegal drug use in order to gain 
employment. Effective March 1, DuPont re- 
quired new employees to undergo urinalysis 
tests designed to detect use of marijuana, 
heroin, and other illegal drugs, and also plans 
to begin testing some of its 110,000 current 
‘employees. Testing of present employees will 
be up to the discretion of individual super- 
visors. Union officials expressed strong reser- 
vations about the program, citing fears that 
the company would use the test to harass un- 
favored employees and union activists.

At Il p.m. when Sabre was 200 miles 
southwest of Kingston, Padilla began the first of 
a series of VHF radio contacts.

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1. THE NIGHT BEFORE A SMUGGLE 


Examine your conscience. 

Write those important letters. 

How much money are you providing 
your wife? She may never see you again. 
‘Are you on good terms with your dentist? 
Bathe, shave, trim your coms and check 
your shoes carefully. Never get into an 
airplane wearing shoes you cannot walk 
home in, Above-ankle boots provide 
good protection against snakebite. 

Get a good night's sleep. 


2. THE DAY OF THE SMUGGLE 


Monies used for the purchase of the 
contraband must be securely concealed 
inside your person. Money belts, waist 
bands, ankle wallets are mandatory. Get 
large bills from the bank. 

Be prepared to pay an instant bribe. Get 
at least 1000 American dollars converted 
into the local currency of the intended 
foreign country. This cash must be quickly 
accessible to any police person who 
catches you. Never forget this! 


3. PRE-FLIGHT: AIRPLANE 


There must be no connection between 
yourself and the airplane. Check the 
baggage compartments for tools or work 
clothing with your name on them. Inspect 
the cockpit for navigation charts, fuel 
bills, notes and destroy anything with 
your handwriting.

4. BEFORE STARTING ENGINES 


Check monies on your person for security 
and concealment. | am going to say this 
many times. Be ready to abandon the 
airplane and all its contents within an 
instant without any trace of your identity. 
You should have a jug of drinking water 
within easy access and a sharp fire axe 
for every crew member. They are 
necessary while inside a ditched, burning 
or submerged airplane. If you find 
yourself in a lifeboat, a fire axe is useful 
against a shark attack. 

A Fuzz Buster. Check the operation of 
your portable radar detector. If you don’t 
have one, get your shit together and 
make one. 

Window. During World War Two the 
Allies discovered that it was possible to 
jam enemy radar installations by 
depositing shredded aluminum foil into 
their slip-streams. Reasonable amounts 
will turn every local radar screen blank. 
This is very useful over an enemy warship 
shooting at you. 


5. AFTER STARTING ENGINES 


Reciprocating Engine Powered Airplanes 
Only: If you have an oil consumption 
problem or a minor oil leak, now is the 
time to get out on the wings and add 
more oil. In some big old recipes, it is 
possible to add at least % more oil into 
the tanks. 


Solemnly practice cruise control. Burn 
fuel to dry tanks only, especially in the 
outboard tanks. Fuel in the outboard 
tanks is rough on a main spar during a 
hard landing. Monitor the clock, and 
cross check fuel-flow meter accuracy. 
Many pilots go into the drink with 
enough gas in the tanks to make it to 
shore. Also, | have seen leaking fuel tank 
valves allow fuel to be pumped back into 
an empty tank. Double check! 


7. OVER THE FOREIGN COAST 


Assume the enemy is alert and wide 
awake. Respect his radar and watch out 
for enemy warships. They try to shoot 


you down. Once while hiding in the bush, 
I witnessed the successful kill of a Red 
Piper Apache. 


8. BEFORE LANDING, FOREIGN 
AIRFIELD 


Double check navigation coordinates. Do 
not depend on enemy radio signals.

Make 
damned sure you are at the correct place 
and those are your people down there 
waiting for you. If in any doubt, DON'T.

1]. BEFORE LANDING, BACK HOME 


Look like a legal flight. Fly legal altitudes 
and use legal lights. 

Monitor radio frequencies. Give correct 
identification numbers if requested. The 
feds have Star Wars type binoculars and 
use them regularly. 

Destroy all navigation charts. 

Clean the ashtrays and be prepared to 
abandon the airplane and the entire 
load instantly and leave absolutely no 
hint of your identity. If possible, change 
your clothing.

It’s safe and it’s 
effective.” 

But the medical establishment has 
not exactly thrown the doors wide 
‘open, nor has the government laid 
down the welcome mat. So far Lotsof

Currently, he has patents filed in 
another |3 countries. 

One thing Lotsof doesn’t have is a 
science degree. “I’m in a strange situa- 
tion,” admits Lotsof, 43, best known as 
the producer of 1981 and 1982 Rock 
Against Racism concerts in Central 
Park. “I'm talking to guys who got 
M.D.’s up the ass because I, by sheer 
luck, have discovered a cure for heroin 
and cocaine abuse. 

“{¢’s a way out and so far there hasn't 
been,” says Lotsof excitedly. “The dif- 
ference between ibogaine and meth- 
adone treatment is the difference 
between being an addict for the rest of 
your life and being free.” 


Lotsof, a tall, gentle man with wisps of 
gray in his hair, dedicated himself to the 
Endabuse Project when he hit middle- 
age and realized this was the most 
important contribution he could make 
with his life. “I saw too many friends 
die,” he says solemnly. “This is the 
perfect thing for me. i 
sense of purpose. | feel 
pointed a finger at me and said, ‘You're 
ier” 

The Dora Weiner Foundation 
(named after Lotsof’s grandmother) is 
actually a small office on Staten Island 
cluttered with plants (no iboga, 
though), thick books on biochemistry 
and pharmacology, and filing cabinets 
stuffed with scientific papers and corre- 
spondence. Lotsof has retrieved every 
article written about ibogaine since its 
discovery in 1897, 400 papers in all. Plus 
he’s got scientific reviews of the last 25 
years of opiate and cocaine research. 
‘What he’s seen has convinced him he’s 
on the verge of a major breakthough. 
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t all began in the golden age of 

psychedelics when LSD, mescaline, 
peyote, etc. were still legal. In 1962, 
while majoring in history at Fairleigh- 
ickinson University, Lotsof became 
interested in psychoactive compounds 
and set up a lab with a partner to study 
their effects on willing volunteers. One 
day a chemist who had been active in 
the first LSD scene (albeit a very small 
one) back in the Fifties, was cleaning 
out his fridge and gave Lotsof a 500 
ram dose of ibogaine. He told 
him it would last 36 hours. 

“That was the last thing | could think 
of to take,” laughs Lotsof, who was 19 
at the time and still living at home. 
Instead, he gave it to his friend and 
forgot about it. A month later the 
friend woke him up in the middle of the 
night to say: “You know that drug yor 
gave me? It’s not a drug—it’s a for 
Lotsof knew his parents were listening 
in, so he quickly ushered his friend off 
the line. 

Interestingly, his friend had been 
using heroin but he stopped for while. 
Lotsof didn’t think this was special until 
he had obtained a larger supply of 
ibogaine and tested it on 20 other 
people. In fact, the moment John F. 
Kennedy was shot in Dallas, Lotsof was 
driving a rented van across the George 
Washington Bridge loaded with almost 
the entire supply of iboga in the U.S., 
400 pounds of roots in burlap sacks 
bought from a New Jersey botanical 
company. 

Of the 20 ibogaine “guinea pigs” 
seven were junkies. They weren’t look- 
ing to kick—far from it. If anything, 
they wanted an even better high. But 
two days later their lives had changed. 
Five addicts stopped shooting up for six 
months, at least, some up to a year and 
a half. “They just felt so good,” Lotsof 
recalls. “They felt normal.” But two of 
the test subjects woke up after the 
drug wore off and decided they prefer- 
red heroin. Says Lotsof: “That was 
their whole life. They romanticized 
heroin addiction.... They're both dead 
now.” 

Rounding off those early results, 
ibogaine is 71% effective in the treat- 
ment of heroin addiction and 10% effec- 

ive in ending cocaine abuse. His three 
subjects who were heavily into cocaine 
stopped using it completely for six 
months. Now Lotsof wants to duplicate 
those findings in such a way that the 
federal government and the American 
Medical Association can’t dispute 
them. 


the clear-cut, biomedical 
terms,” he says.

and large the black community has 
been the most supportive of his 
‘endeavor, he says.

Lotsof claims that no major chemical 
company, not even DuPont or Ciba- 
Gigy, are interested in the drug abuse 
field because the potential for profits 
are too small to make it worth their 
while. Nor would they want to hassle 
with a Schedule One drug and deal 
all the bureaucratic red tape. That 
doesn’t deter Lotsof, who says the 
Endabuse Project would operate at a 
much smaller scale.

for profit,” Lotsof says, counting the 
millions of people with severe drug 
problems, especially those calling the 
cocaine hotline. When Endabuse is in 
full swing, it will cost a patient roughly 
$2,000 to get clean—much cheaper 
than the private clinics that exist today 
which have treated such celebrities as 
James Taylor and Keith Richards. After 
ibogaine is approved by the FDA, Lot- 
sof sees a mix of non-profit and for- 
profit clinics. 

Lotsof doesn’t foresee any obstacle 
with getting the government to grant 
doctors a license to use a hallucinogen 
in a clinical setting. First, he says that 
the medical profession already uses 
hallucinogens in treating cancer and 
leukemia patients. Plus, there’s no 
potential for street abuse, as he sees it, 
because the drug is only given out 
under clinical supervision. And besides, 
Lotsof says, “Tim Leary...didn’t like it. 


bogaine briefly attracted attention in the so- 
called civilized world in the 1960s, after Dr. 

Eugene Schoenfeld: of California witnessed 
its ceremonial use among the tribal peoples of 
West Africa. Herbal physicians there admin- 
ister a drinkable preparation of the Taber- 
nanthe iboga shrub to people with various 
common emotional disorders: depression, 
impotence, phobias, or plain chronic bad luck. 
The hallucinogenic brew renders the patient 
intensely suggestible for as long as three days, 
during which all the people in the tribe collabo- 
rate in the therapy, putting the patient through 
a series of vigorous psycho-ceremonies which, 
as one observer has described it, “take the guy 
back to ¢ 
itself, an 
new person.” According to Schoenfeld, it may 
be months or years after that experience before 
the patient’s neurotic symptoms begin to gradu- 
ally manifest themselves again. 

For a while then, around 20 years ago, 
several psychiatric theorists speculated that 
ibogaine might be helpful in formal Western 
headshrinkery. The most extensive work with 
the drug was done in France where eventually 
the drug came to be merchandised in tablet 
form as a mild antidepressant, Virtually no 
‘work was done with ibogaine in America before

Not that the drug had ever been 
tematically researched (outside of France) to 
determine whether or not it might have any 
medical value: nor had ibogaine ever shown up 
on the street, anywhere, to be abused at all by 
anyone. The enlightened drug-schedulers of the 
Nixon War on Drugs administration simply 
noted that this drug was being described in very 
much the same language as LSD-25: a “hallu 
inogen” promoting “death-and-rebirth experi- 
ences,” and so on. Since Nixon’s inspired drug 
warriors—people like Gordon Liddy and John 
Mitchell—were hell-bent to permanently ban 
LSD and anything that might even sound like 
it, ibogaine went on Schedule One, and remains 
there to this day

On the other hand, it might work just 
or better, than any other drug ever used for the 
purpose. Over the years, detox researchers 
have consistently reported that out of any 
sizeable group of addicts treated with any sort 
of “addiction cure”—even if the “cure” is Just 
placebo sugar pills—about one-third invariably 
kick clean, and stay clean for months and 
years. “As long as you tell them, firmly and 
confidently, that the stuff will help them, they’Il 
help themselves with it,” explains one 
researcher. “What the drug is, exactly, really 
doesn’t matter much at-all.”

“{ believe that further inquiry into 
the nature of the effects of (ibogaine) 
on addicts is worth pursuing,” Dr.

intestinal contractions associated with 
withdrawal. It’s also a nor-adrenaline 
antagonist (i.e., it lessens anxiety). 

With Clouet’s advice and others’, 
Lotsof is almost ready to test ibogaine 
on animals. Dr. Mario Aceto of the 
Department of Pharmacology and Tox- 
icology at the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia, Virginia Commonwealth Univer- 
sity, has prepared a $6,000 study using 
morphine-addicted monkeys to deter- 
mine if ibogaine does block physical 
withdrawal. Dr. Joseph W. Ternes, chief 
psychologist at the Drug Dependent 
Research Center at the Veterans 
Administration medical center in Phi 
adelphia, Pa., has proposed three stud- 
ies using rats and monkeys to see if 
ibogaine will relieve “conditioned with- 
drawal” which “usually occurs when an 
addict returns to the environment in 
which he formerly used opioids,” he 
writes. This would cost $60,000. 

A third study that would most 
closely emulate Lotsof’s original testing 
would either be done at John Hopkins 
University or the University of Michi 
gan involving colonies of “jun! 
monkeys” (actually baboons) which 
“self-administrator morphine or 
Would they stop after 
trying ibogaine? “I’m putting my faith 
in those monkeys,” smiles Lotsof. 

What's holding him back is getting 
ibogaine to the researchers. He 
thought he had 
supply through the Sygma Chemical 
Company but suddenly in February 
they bowed out, throwing Lotsof’s 
schedule back six months. “We're not 
in a position to work with him,” said Al 
Knoeler of the Sygma sales depart- 
ment. “We supply lots of little guys 
rather than one bis 

“Their attitude doesn’t make sense,” 
Lotsof exclaims. “We asked them to 
supply us with a kilo and he said he 
could supply us with 60 grams imme- 
diately. We are waiting for contracts. 
Alll of a sudden they want to pull out. 
It’s bullshit.” According to Lotsof, 
Sygma would have shipped the 
ibogaine directly to the scientists who, 
in compliance with NIDA regulations 
of Schedule One substances, are autho- 
rized to handle the drug. Lotsof would 
never need to handle the supply him- 
self. Now Lotsof is confident that

The Methadone Alternative 


{ takes a little arithmetic to add up what heroin 

‘addiction costs New York City and why it's so 

important to treat it effectively. Right now 
there an estimated 150,000 addicts; the average 
heroin habit runs $100-$150 a day and the addict 
‘will have to steal three to four times that amount to 
pay for it. Putting it together produces the mind- 
bogaling total of $15 million a day in stolen 
Property and that’s a conservative estimate. ‘These 
figures cofne from Dr. Robert G. Newman, presi- 
dent of the Beth Israel Medical Center which has 
the longest running methadone treatment program 
jin the country. Methadone was developed at 
Rockefeller University by Dr. Vincent Dole and 
‘Dr Marie Nyswader but it was first put into 
<linical use by Beth Israe! more than 25 years ago. 

Today Beth Israel treats 7000 addicts. with 
‘methadone at 23 clinics scattered through the city. 
‘They have 1000 addicts on a waiting list. (Federal 
‘regulations restrict the number of addicts a meth- 
done clinic can treat by setting the ratio of 
counselors. Fifty clients or patients is the 
‘maximum, 

In the Lower East Side, Beth Israel's program is 
{just one of nine that are offered. These range from 
the drug free program at Odyssey House to a small 
program for elderly Chinese opium addicts run by 
the Lower East Side Service Center (LESSC). All 
told there are roughly 3500 patients enrolled here 
in some form of daily treatment. The programs are 
filled to capacity. (Nationwide an estimated 
100,000 addicts are supposedly receiving 
methadone.) 

“If somebody stays in the program for three 
months and is off the streets and away from 
crime,” says Pat Martel, LESSC’s program direc- 
tor, “then that is success. I think methadone is 
good treatment when combined with counsel- 
ing. Alone, it's not the answer.” 

‘Only under a doctor's supervision can a patient 
bbe weaned of his dependence on methadone. Some 
have been in the maintenance program for 15 
years. A few patients may never get off 
methadone. 

It may be harder to kick methadone than heroin, 
‘as some’ street people say, but at least it’s legal— 
‘and cheaper. Treatment runs about $2000 a month 
and Medicaid does cover it. Given a choice of 
naltrexone (a narcotic blocker) and methadone, 
addicts opt for the latter. You would think commu- 
nities would ensure that treatment was available 
for anyone who wanted to kick the habit. But it 
doesn't work that way. 

‘You or I get mugged on our way home,” says 
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Dr. Newman, “and that could be an addict who 
this morning applied for treatment for his 
heroin habit and was told: ‘Terrific, now give us 
your name and number and go back out on the 
streets and shoot dope and we'll call you when 
we have roorh available...” You focus on that 
and you realize the whole system’s insane.” 

‘One of Beth Israel's clinics at 50 Cooper Square 
is currently in danger of closing. Last May, 
Village Voice owner Leonard Stern suddenly had 
his Hartz Mountain Properties give Beth Israel 30 
days to vacate the premises. Sten had promised to 
lease New York University (NYU) that address. 
‘This rash eviction threat did not sit well with the 
local community board, which only has two drug 
abuse programs. 

“We were outraged,” exclaimed ‘Keith Cran- 
dell. who chairs the board's committee on social 
services, health and aging. “Essentially it would 
be a disaster for 300 addicts and a disaster for the 
community. We need these programs. We have to 
five these people a chance to break out of the 
‘eycle of addiction and crime.” 

‘The board passed a resolution condemning the 
action and asking for time. NYU refused to get 
involved in the-controversy even: though they're 
the reason for it. But after a flurry of correspon- 
dence Hartz Mountain extended Beth Israel's lease 
for another year. It expires this month (June). 

Jn the meantime, the hospital thought it had 
found a new lo¢ation when Arthur Katz agreed to 
rent his unused storefront at 26 Ave. A. This 
prospect angered the local residents and the Good 
Old Lower East Side (GOLES) helped organize 
protests. They claimed the district already, has 
‘more clinics than it can handle. Even politicians 
like Congressman Bill Green carried placards in 
front of Katz’s furniture store telling Katz and Beth 
Israel to “keep drugs away from our children.” It 
worked. Katz reneged and now Beth Israel has to 
scramble. 

Dr. Newman, ‘who has testified before Congress 
‘on the need to get more funding for drug abuse 
{teatment, takes a stoical approach to the commu- 
nity’s oppositic 

“The problem of heroin addiction is sort of 
‘an ephemeral one—you can’t really touch it,” 
he says. “Everybody knows it’s there and every- 
body's concerned and angry about it, but it’s 
sort of a targetless concern. Whereas a meth- 
adone clinic, a concrete building somewhere, is 
something you can really focus on to get rid of 
all your frustration... your sense of outrage at 
the addiction problem, and so people do it.”

therapy he had ever come across.” But 
such broad-based statements have only 
met with stoney disapproval from the 
government. 

“Our claims are very specific,” Lotsof 
says. “We say we can get rid of cocaine 
and heroin abuse.” Comparing 
ibogaine to LSD, he says it’s a totally 
different kind of drug, a Freudian or 
Jungian movie that immibolizes a user 
for the first three to four hours. Then 
there’s a high-energy phase (“lightning 
bolts flashing in your room”) which 
lasts for six to twelve hours; then 
there’s a secondary stimulatory effect 
which dissipates by the 30th hour allow- 
ing the user finally to go to sleep. 

It takes a lot out of you,” Lotsof 
hs. He’s used it nine times but hasn’t 
tried it since 1963. “It’s exhausting.” 

Though he thinks the hallucinatory 
phase is “necessary” to the treatment, 
he says, “the after-effects are far more 
interesting and beneficial. This is where 
I believe we can get the medica! value 
of the drug recognized by the Food and 
Drug Administration. Everything they 
have is a stop-gap measure and the 
Feds know this.” 

“It is important to understand that 
neither the government nor the medi- 
cal and scientific communities are 
monolithic. There are persons in these 
groups who have been helpful and 
those who have not,” says Lotsof. 

“One of the most interesting aspects 
of developing an effective cure for her- 
cin addiction and cocaine dependency 
is to determine who really wants to do 
something about the problem, and 
those who just wish to make use of 
headlines they can generate by saying 
they want to do something about the 
drug dependence problern that is kill- 
ing adults and children alike. The 
media has acted no differently towards 
us than the government or medical 
communities. If junkies were burning 
themselves to death for lack of 
Endabuse, we would receive extensive 
coverage in the press. It does not mat- 
ter to the majority of journalists or 
government officials what we have to 
We have to count on persons. 

these specialized communities 
who feel that the problem must be 
resolved and who have chosen to take a 
t in seeing that some- 


thing is done.” 

Lotsof knows he has to fight every 
step of the way, but it’s worth it. 

“If | can give a chance to, let’s say, 
30% of the addicts and 30% of the 
people really fucked up on coke, then I 
would have brought back 200,000 peo- 
ple. And that’s something.”

i ourists who visit China 
remember the Great Wall, Beij- 


ing’s Forbidden City, and crowded strolls 
on the Shanghai Bund. Hip travelers 
remember dynamite dope in the hills of 
Yunnan, funky street weed and Sinkiang 
hash.

Marijuana grows wild in Yunnan, 
Szechwan, Gansu and Sinkiang, four 
provinces which together cut a 2,000 
mile path across China from the Golden 
Triangle to the Pakistan border.

ACID DREAMS 


© American counterculture owes an enormous 
debt to LSD. In Acid Dreams: The CIA, LSD and 
the Sixties (Grove Press), authors MARTIN A. 
LEE and BRUCE SHLAIN present a definitive 
history of the spread of LSD in America. In Part 
Four of our series of excerpts, the acid dream 
turns into a nightmare with the rise to power of 
Charles Manson and the popularity of a real 
downer, STP. @ 
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I, September 1967 the 
Beatles went on an 
adventurous trip modeled 
after the Merry 
Prankster's odyssey. 
Loading a large school 
bus with freaks and 
friends, they headed for 
the British countryside. 
Like the Pranksters, they 
also made a movie—an 
ad-lib, spontaneous 
dream film entitled 
Magical Mystery Tour 
(with an album of the 
same name). During this 
period there was an abun- 
dance of LSDin the 
Beatles family thanks to 
Owsley, who supplied 
several pint-sized vials of 
electric liquid along with 
a cache of little pink pills. 
Lennon was at the height 
of his acid phase. He 
used to “trip all the time,” 
as he put it, while living in 
a country mansion 
stocked with an ex- 
travagant array of tape 
recorders, video equip- 
ment, musical in- 
struments, and whatnot. 
Since money was no 
object, he was able to 
fulfill any LSD-inspired 
whim at any time of the 
day or night 
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By his own estimate Lennon took 
over one thousand acid trips. His 
protracted self-investigation with 
LSD only exacerbated his personal 
difficulties, as he wrestled with 
Beatledom and his mounting 
differences with Paul over the 
direction the group should take, or 
even if they should continue asa 
group. Unbeknownst to millions of 
their fans, the Beatles, even at the 
height of their popularity, were well 
along the winding road to breakup. 
That acid was becoming 
problematic for Lennon was evident 
‘on some of his psychedelic songs, 
such as “I Am the Walrus,” with its 
repeated, blankly sung admission 
“Vm crying.” 

Eventually the mind-boggled 
Beatle couldn't stand it anymore. 
He got so freaked out that he had to 
stop using the drug, and it took him 
a while to get his feet back on the 
ground. “I got a message on acid 
that you should destroy your ego,” 
he later explained, “and I did, you 
know. | was reading that stupid book 
of Leary’s (the psychedelic manual 
based on the Tibetan Book of the 
Dead) and all that shit. We were 
going through a whole game that 
everyone went through, and | 
destroyed mysell....I destroyed my 
ego and | didn't believe | could do 
anything.” 

Lennon's obsession with losing 
his ego typified a certain segment 
of the acid subculture in the mid- 
and late 1960s. Those who got 
heavily into tripping often 
subscribed to a mythology of ego 
death that Leary was fond of 
preaching. The LSD doctor spoke of 
a chemical doorway through which 
one could leave the “fake prop- 
television-set America” and enter 
the equivalent of the Garden of 
Eden, a realm of unprogrammed 
beginnings where there was no 
distinction between matter and 
spirit, no individual personality to 
bear the brunt of life's flickering 
sadness. To be gratefully dead, 
from the standpoint of acid folklore, 
was not merely a symbolic 
proposition; the zap of 
superconsciousness that hit 
whenever a tab of LSD kicked the 
slats out of the ego might in certain 
instances be felt as an actual death 
and rebirth of the body (as the 
psychiatric studies of Dr. Stanislav 
Grof seemed to indicate). Acid could 
send people spinning on a 360- 
degree tour through their own 
senses and rekindle what a Digger 
broadside called childhoods lost 
“tense of presence,” stated. 

But this experience was fraught 
with pitfalls, among them a

tendency to become attached to the 
pristine vision, to want to hang on to 
it for as long as possible. Such an 
urge presumably could only be 
satisfied by taking the “utopiate” 
again and again. But after countless 
trips and sideshows of the mind one 
arrived at an impasse: ‘All right, my 
mind's been blown. ... What's next?” 
Little could be gained from 
prolonged use of the drug, except 
perhaps the realization that it was 
necessary to “graduate acid,” as 
Ken Kesey said. Oftentimes this 
meant adopting new methods to 
approximate or recreate the 
psychedelic experience without a 
chemical catalyst—via yoga, 
meditation, organic foods, martial 
arts, or any of the so-called natural 
highs. That was what the Beatles 
concluded when they jumped off the 
Magical Mystery Tour for a fling with 
the Maharishi and Transcendental 
Meditation. “Acid is not the answer,” 
said George Harrison. “It's enabled 
people to see a bit more, but when 
you really get hip, you don’t need it.” 
Ditto for McCartney: “It was an 
experience we went through 

...we're finding new ways of getting 
there.” 

For many who turned on during 
the 1960s there was a sense that 
LSD had changed all the rules, that 
the scales had been lifted from their 
eyes and they'd never be the same. 
The drug was thought to provide a 
shortcut to a higher reality, a special 
way of knowing. But an acid trip's 
“eight-hour dose of wild srumise,” 
as Charles Perry put it, can have 
unexpected consequences. People 
may find themselves straddling the 
margins of human awareness where 
all semblance of epistemological 
decorum vanishes and form and 


emptiness play tricks on each other. 
Things are no longer anchored in 
‘simple location but rather vibrate in 
a womb of poetic correspondences. 
From this vantage point it is 
tempting to conclude that all worlds 
are imaginary constructions and 
that behind the apparent multiplicity 
of discernible objects there exists a 
single infinite reality, consciousness 
itself. Thus interpreted, con- 
sciousness becomes a means 
mistaken for an end—and without 
an end or focus it becomes an 
inversion, giving rise to a specious 
‘sort of logic. If the “real war” is 
strictly an internal affair and each 
person is responsible for creating 
the conditions of his own suffering 
by projecting his skewed egotistical 
version of reality onto the material 
Plane, does it not follow that the 
desire to redress social ills is yet 
another delusion? In this “ultimate” 
scheme of things all sense of moral 
obligation and political commitment 
is rendered absurd by definition. 

Herein lay another pitfall of the 
tripping experience. Even after they 
stopped taking LSD, many people 
could still hear the siren song, a 
vague and muffled invitation to a 
“higher” calling. Those who 
responded to that etheric melody 
were plunged willy-nilly into an 
abstract vortex of soul-searching, 
escaping, and “discovering thyself.” 
Some were intensely sincere, and 
their quest very often was lonely 
and confusing. The difficulties they 
faced stemmed in part from the fact 
that advanced industrial society 
does not recognize egoloss or peak 
experience as a particularly worthy 
objective. Thus it is not surprising 
that large numbers of turned-on 
youth looked to non-Occidental 
traditions—Oriental mysticism, 
European magic and occultism, and 
primitive shamanism (especially 
American Indian lore)—in an 
attempt to conjure up a coherent 
framework for understanding their 
private visions. 

Quite a few acidheads and acid 
graduates subscribed to the 
Eastern belief that reality is an 
illusion. They were quick to mouth 
the phrases of enlightenment— 
karma, maya, nirvana—but in their 
adaptation these concepts were 
coarsened and sentimentalized. 
The hunger for regenerative 
spirituality was often deflected into 
a pseudo-Oriental fatalism: “Why 
fret over the plight of the world when 
its all part of the Divine Dance?” 
This slipshod philosophy was 
Partially due to the effects of heavy 
acid tripping—"the haze that blurs 
the comer of the inner screen,” as 


David Mairowitz said, “a magic that 
insinuates itself ‘cosmically,” 
establishing spectrum upon 
confusing spectrum in the 
broadening of personal horizons. It 
could cloud up your telescope on 
the known world and bring on a 
delirium of vague ‘universal’ 
thinking.” Or it might just reinforce 
what poet John Ashbery described 
as “the pious attitudes of those 
spiritual bigots whose faces are 
tured toward eternity and who 
therefore can see nothing.” 

The laissez faire intellectualism 
that flourished in the acid subculture 
was particularly evident in the San 
Francisco Oracle, which by now 
boasted a nationwide circulation of 
a hundred thousand. The lingo of 
pop mysticism was sprinkled 
throughout the pages of the 
psychedelic tabloid. Sandwiched 
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between various tidbits on ESP, 
tarot, witchcraft, numerology and 
the latest drug gossip were 
announcements of impending UFO 
landings. Yet, in a sense the Oracle 
was merely echoing a trend that had 
begun to assert itself in American 
society as a whole. The appetite for 
spiritual transcendence, the desire 
to go beyond “the sweating self,” in 
Huxleys words, is an indefatigable 
urge that assumes many different 
guises—offbeat religious sects, 
parapsychology, the occult, and so 
forth. While such phenomena are 
not necessarily futile diversions, 
there is an inherent danger in 
“wanting the ultimate in one leap,” 
as Nietzche put it, whether by pill or 
perfect spiritual master. This 
desperate yearning makes 
individuals highly vulnerable to 
manipulation by totalitarian 


personalities. It was, after all, 
Charles Manson who wrote a song 
called “The Ego Is a Too Much 
Thi 
Manson, an ex-convict and 
would-be rock musician, had his 
‘own scene going in the Haight 
during the Summer of Love, before 
he and his family of acid eaters 
moved to southern California and 
made headlines as a grizzly murder 
cult in 1969. Claiming to have 
experienced the crucifixition of 
Christ during an acid trip, he 
declared himself the almighty God 
of Fuck. Then he fed the drug to his 
harem of females as part of their 
daily regimen, had intercourse with 
them while they were high, and cast 
a corrupting spell over them. To 
demonstrate their faith they carried 
out his bloodthirsty schemes. 
Manson was only one among 
numerous mind vamps, power 
trippers, hustlers, and ripoff artists 
who hovered over what Mairowitz 
described as “the ego-death of 
easy-prey LSD takers’ in the Haight. 
There was a certain type of 
character who got off on attacking 
people while they were high and 
trespassing on their brains. “The 
whole catalogue of craziness... was 
exposed by acid,” commented 
Stephen Gaskin. There were LSD 
freaks “who were into ego 
dominance. .. That was their hobby 
and that was what they worked 
toward.” Call it acid fascism or plain 
old psychological warfare, the 
hippie community had degenerated 
to the point where it merely offered 
a different setting for the same 
destructive drives omnipresent in 
straight society. “Rape is as 
common as bullshit on Haight 
Street,” a Communications 
Company leaflet declared. “Pretty 
little sixteen-year-old middle-class 
chick comes to the Haight to see 
what it's all about & gets picked up 
by a seventeen-year-old street 
dealer who spends all day shooting 
her full of speed again & again, then 
feeds her 3000 mikes [twelve times 
the normal dose] & raffles off her 
temporarily unemployed body for 
the biggest Haight Street gang 
bang since the night before last.” 
Violent crime increased 
dramatically as the acid ghetto 
became a repository for hoods, 
bikers, derelicts, con men, burn- 
outs, and walking crazies. The shift 
in sensibility was reflected in the 
kinds of drugs that were prevalent 
on the street, First there was a 
mysterious grass shortage, and 
then an amphetamine epidemic 
swept through the Haight. By 
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midsummer 1967 speed rivaled pot 
and acid as the most widely used 
‘substance in the area. The speed 
syndrome ravaged people mentally 
and physically. Widespread 
malnutrition resulted from appetite 
‘suppression, and infectious 
diseases like hepatitis and VD 
(from unsterilized needles and 
“free love”) were rampant. The 
HaightAshbury Free Clinic was 
established in response to the 
mounting health crisis. Among its 
‘other functions the clinic offered a 
special “trip room” where people 
could ease off the bummers and 
freakouts that were becoming ever 
more commonplace in the Haight. 

The increase in bad trips was 
largely due to the fact that 
inexperienced youngsters were 
taking psychedelics in a hostile and 
congested environment. To make 
matters worse, a number of new 
mind-twisting chemicals suddenly 
appeared on the street, including a 
superpotent hallucinogen known as 
‘STP, which could launch an intense 
three-day trip. “Acid is like being let 
out of a cage,” one user said: “STP 
is like being shot out of a gun.” 

STP (2.5 dimethox-4- 
methylphene-thylamine—the initials 
stood for “Serenity, Tranquility, 
Peace”) was developed in 1964 by 
an experimental chemist working for 
the Dow Chemical Company, which 
provided samples of the drug to 
Edgewood Arsenal, headquarters 
of the US Army Chemical Corps. 
Scientists at Edgewood tested STP. 
(which was similar in effect to BZ) 
to see if it could be used as an 
incapacitating agent, while the CIA 
utilized the drug in its behavior 
modification studies. In early 1967, 
for some inexplicable reason, the 
formula for STP was released to the 
scientific community at large. By 
this time ergotamine tartrate, an 
essential raw ingredient of LSD, 
was in short supply, so Owsley, the 
premier acid chemist, decided to try 
his hand at STP. Shortly thereafter 
the drug was circulating in the 
hippie districts of San Francisco 
and New York. 

STP made its debut in the Haight 
when five thousand tabs were given 
away during a solstice celebration 
marking the onset of the Summer of 
Love. Few had heard of the drug, 
but that didn’t matter to the crowd of 
eager pill poppers. They gobbled 
the gift as if it were an after-dinner 
mint, and a lot of people were 
Still tripping three days later. STP. 
lasted considerable longer than 
the usual eight-hour acid high and 
produced nightmare visions. The 
emergency wards at various 
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Much of the LSD turning up 
on the street was fortified 
with some sort of additive, 
usually speed or strychnine, 
or in some cases 
insecticide. 


San Francisco hospitals were filled 
with freaked-out hippies who feared 
they'd never come down. The 
straight doctors assumed they were 
zonked on LSD and administered 
thorazine—the usual treatment—to 
cool them out. But Thorazine 
potentially increases the effect of 
STP. It was bummersville in the 
Haight until people figured out what 
was going on and word went out to 
think twice before ingesting the 
superhallucinogen. 

STP was just one of the bizarre 
drugs that were pumped into the 
willing arteries of the acid ghetto. 
According to doctors who worked at 
the Haight Ashbury Free Clinic, 
there was a rash of adverse 
reactions when a compound 
purporting to be THC (a synthetic 
version of marijuana) inundated the 
Haight. The drug was actually 
phencyclidine, or PCP—otherwise 
known as “angel dust’—which had 
originally been marketed as an 
animal tranquilizer by Parke-Davis. 
But the army had other ideas when 
it tested PCPon American Gls at 
Edgewood Arsenal in the late 
1950s. At the same time the CIA 
employed Dr. Ewen Cameron to 
administer PCP to psychiatric 
patients at the Allain Memorial 
Institute in Montreal under the rubric 
of Operation MK-ULTRA. The 
Agency later stockpiled PCP for use 
as a “nonlethal incapacitant,” 
although high dosages, according 
to the CIA's own reports, could 
“lead to convulsions and death.” 

Yes, a lot of weird drugs were 
floating around Haight-Ashbury. The 
neighborhood was clotted with 
youngsters whose minds had been 
jerked around ruthlessly by 
chemicals touted for their euphoric 
properties. Much of the LSD turning 
Up on the street was fortified with 
some sort of additive, usually speed 
or strychnine," or in some cases 
insecticide. But where did this 
contaminated acid come from? 


Originally the main source of LSD 
in the Haight was Owsley, but the 
‘scene got totally out of hand with all 
the media fanfare after the Be-in, 
and renegade chemists started 
moving in on the drug trade. The 
Mafia exploited the situation by 
setting up its own production and 
distribution networks. In June 1967 
James Finlator, chief of the FDA's 
Bureau of Drug Abuse and Control, 
announced that “hard core Cosa 
Nostra-type criminal figures’ were 
behind “an extremely well-organized 
traffic in hallucinogenic drugs.” 
Consequently the quality of biack 
market LSD began to deteriorate. 
Signs posted in the Haight 
‘expressed the consensus among 
hippies: “Syndicate acid stinks.” 

‘And what was the CIA up 
to while its perennial partner of 
convenience, organized crime, was 
dumping bad acid on the black 
market? According to a former CIA 
contract employee, Agency 
personnel helped underground 
Chemists set up LSD laboratories in 
the Bay Area during the Summer of 
Love to “monitor” events in the acid 
ghetto. But why, if this assertion is 
true, would the CIA be interested 
in keeping tabs on the hippie 
population? Law enforcement is not 
a plausible explanation, for there 
were already enough narcs 
operating in the Haight. Then what 
was the motive? A CIA agent who 
infiltrated the covert LSD network 
provided a clue when he referred to 
Haight-Ashbury as a “human 
guinea pig farm.” 

‘And what better place to establish 
a surveillance operation than the 
Haight-Ashbury district of San 
Francisco? A dozen years earlier in 
the same city, George Hunter White 
and his CIA colleagues had set up 
a safehouse and begun testing 
hallucinogenic drugs on unwitting 
citizens. White's activities were 
phased out in the mid-1960s, just 
When the grassroots acid scene 
exploded in the Bay Area. Suddenly 
there was a neighborhood packed full 
of young people who were ready and 
willing to gobble experimental 
chemicals—chemicals that had 
already been tested in the lab but 
seldom under actual field conditions. 

In addition to the spooks who 
inserted themselves among the 
drug dealers, there were scientists 
with CIA backgrounds who 
stationed themselves in the acid 
ghetto for “monitoring” purposes. 
Dr. Louis Joylon (“Jolly”) West,” an 
old-time LSD investigator for the 
‘Agency, rented a pad in the heart 
of Haight-Ashbury with the intention 
of studying the hippies in their

“THAT'S IT! THESE KIDS HAVE 
ripped me off for the last time.” Dean said 
as he surveyed the damage in his not-so- 
well concealed greenhouse. ‘It used to 
work so well” he thought while lighting up 
a joint of moldy leaves. Surveying the 
damage in his Southern California green- 
house, Dean's eyes flashed with rage 
when he thought about the beautiful 
ladies he planned to harvest by June. 
Last year's harvest was wonderlul! It was 
so simple and easy. The seedlings were 
set out in mid-January; by the middle of 
April, when they were about three feet 
tall, flowering was induced by covering up 
the greenhouse with black plastic every 
day after 12 hours of daylight. 

“Now that these damn kids know: 
where my greenhouse is, it's essentially 
impossible to grow another crop without 
getting ripped off” quipped Dean as he lit 
another leafy joint. 

Looking around, gathering his 
thoughts, Dean noticed that the little 
thiefs had used his clippers to cut the 
branches off and there were still some un- 
touched green leaves on the violated fe- 
male plants. 

Dean and an unknown toll of outdoor 
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‘growers who suffer from bored neighbor- 
hood kids should really look into HIDs. 
They would find out that growing indoors 
is incredibly productive and safe. When a 
spare bedroom, closet, basement or 
even attic is transformed into an indoor 
Garden of Eden, the grower soon learns 
the pleasures of continous free smoke 
all year round. 

Five years ago, very few people used 
Metal Halide or High Pressure (HP) 
sodium High Intensity Discharge (HID) 
lamps. Then, fundamental historical 
events changed the domestic marijuana 
industry forevér. Ronnie and Nancy 
Raygun entered the White House. Nancy 
really got into getting down onmarijuana, 
attracting a huge narrow-minded band- 
wagon of law makers. Today, para- 
phernalia laws have been passed in over 
two-thirds of the states and The Campaign 
Against Marijuana Planting (CAMP) is 
‘operating everywhere. Since that fateful 
January 20, 1981 when the Rayguns took 
office, thousands and thousands of 
Americans have seen the light. Today 
over 40 stores specialize in indoor gar- 
dening for the home grower. The price of 
marijuana has skyrocketed from $1200 a 
pound to its. current level of about $2400 
per pound. 


NORML 1984 statistics for marijuana 
cultivation in the U.S. revealed that 25% 
of the 12 million of marijuana harvested 
was grown indoors. 

| have talked to hundreds of indoor 
growers—all of them have one basic goal 
that unites us in our struggle: to quit 
paying for marijuana. 

Lots of growers start with one light and 
progress from there. After the first suc- 
cessful crop, industrious growers buy 
another lamp and another. They find it so 
easy to cultivate marijuana indoors that 
the garden keeps growing and growing. 
A grower | spoke to said he is able to 
produce more clones than he can possi- 
ble keep to maturity. His solution is 
simple, he sets up alll of his friends with a 
grow room. They get started with excel- 
lent clone stock, a variety of cannabis 
indica that is dead ripe only six short 
weeks after flowering is induced with a 12 
hour photoperiod. His friends love it. In 
fact one of them was able to make house 
payments with the proceeds generated 
from the small garden in the basement. 

One of the best source for information

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native habitat. The hippie trip must 
have held a strange fascination for 
Jolly West and other CIA scientists 
who had devoted their talents to 
exploring the covert potential of 
mind-altering chemicals during the 
Cold War.These men had tried LSD 
long before flower power became 
the vogue. They had administered 
the drug to test subjects and 
watched unperturbed as the 
toughest of specimens were 
reduced to quivering jelly, their 
confidence and poise demolished 
under the impact of the 
hallucinogen. No doubt about it— 
LSD was a devastating weapon. 
Richard Helms, CIA director during 
the late 1960s and early 1970s, 
had once described the drug as 
“dynamite"—a word often used by 
hippie connoisseurs when praising 
a high quality psychedelic. 

Indeed, it must have been quite a 
mind-bender for the elite corps of 
CIA acidheads who ran the secret 
behavior mod programs when 
young people started fooling around 
with the same drug they had once 
thought would revolutionize the 
cloak-and-dagger trade. At first they 
may have passed it off as some sort 
of twisted fad comparable to. 
goldfish swallowing or cramming a 
telephone booth, a kind of hula- 
hooping of the inner self. But soon 
the number of drug-indulgent youth 
reached epidemic proportions. The 
whole thing seemed downright 
absurd. Why would anyone willingly 
flirt with psychosis? 

Needless to say, the spooks 
never anticipated that LSD would 
leave the laboratory this way, but 
now that the cat was out of the bag 
they had to ask themselves whether 
an incredible blunder had been 
committed somewhere along the 
line. There was no denying that the 
CIA was partly responsible for 
letting loose upon the land an 
awesome energy whose 
consequences were still difficult to 
fathom. As men of science and 
espionage they were obliged to 
consider every permutation of havoc 
that acid might wreak upon a 
generation of restless juveniles. If 
LSD makes people insane, and 
surely that was what the tests had 
shown, then would a collective 
mass not suffer a similar crippling 
departure from the psychic status 
quo? A forbidding prospect, these 
acid casualties, yet seemingly 
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Leary, ‘Ranger’ Cooke and Ken Kesey. 


‘LSD-25 made its debut in the pop world on the flip side of a 1962 single by the 
Gamblers.’ 

‘Strychnine, a poison that is lethal in sufficient quantities, was listed in an 
Inventory of biochemical agents stockpiled by the CiA. Other drugs in the CIA’s 
medicine chest included tachrin (a vomit-inducing agent), 2.4 pyrolo (“causes 
temporary amnesia"). M-246 (“produces paralysis”), neurokinin (‘produces severe 
pain”), digitoxin (for inducing a heart attack), and seven BZ homologues.’ 

‘West was head of the Department of Psychiatry at the University of Oklahoma 
during the 1950s and early 1960s, when he conducted research into LSD, hypnosis 
and “the psychobiology of dissociated states” for the CIA. (It was West who 
administered a massive dose of LSD to an elephant as part of an ili-ated drug 
experiment.) In 1964 he was called upon to examine Jack Ruby, who had murdered 
Lee Harvey Oswald, the alleged assassin of President Kennedy. After visiting Ruby in 
his jail cell, West concluded that he had sunk into a “paranoid state manifested by 
delusions, visual and auditory hallucinations and suicidal impulses.” Ruby was not 
faking these symptoms West asserted, since he had vigorously rejected the 
doctor's repeated suggestions that he was mentally ill. “The true malingerer usually 
grasps eagerly at such an explanation,” said West. Since Ruby would not admit he 
was crazy, West concluded he was nuts. Catch-22." 

Ruby's “delusions” included the belief that an ultra-right wing conspiracy was 
behind the death of the president. On the basis of Dr. West's diagnosis, Ruby 
became a candidate for treatment of mental disorders. Another doctor soon put him 
‘on “happy pills,” although these drugs did not seem to cheer Ruby up. Two years 
later he died of cancer while still in prison. 

West, meanwhile, moved to Los Angeles, where he served as director of UCLA's 

hiatric Institute, a position he stil! holds. In the early 1970s he became 
embroiled in a heated controversy over plans for a Center for the Study and 
Reduction of Violence. Originally proposed by Governor Ronald Reagan, the 
violence center would have exceeded even Jack Ruby's worst paranoid nightmares 
had it not been scuttled by the California State legislature after information about it 
was leaked to the press. 

West, who had been chosen to head the center, described the program as an 
attempt “to predict the probability of occurrences” of violent behavior among 
‘specific population groups. “The major known correlates of violence,” according to 
West, “are sex (male), age (youthful), ethnicity (black), and urbanicity.” 

The violence center was to have been housed in a former military base located in 
a remote area of California. The medical facility at Vacaville prison, the site of a 
major CIA drug testing program during the late 1960s and early 1970s, was listed 

the facilities that would have been used to develop treatment models and 
implement pilot and demonstration programs for the violence center. 

Treatments advocated by West included chemical castration, psychosurgery, and 
the testing of experimental drugs on involuntarily incarcerated individuals. Further- 
more, the activities of the Center were to have been coordinated with a California 
law enforcement program that maintained computer files on “pre-delinquent 
children so that they could be treated before they made a negative mark on society,

One way or another, something 
very strange was going on behind 
the scenes. Rumors of conspiracy 
circulated among the street people. 
“The CIA is poisoning the acid 
these days to make everyone go on 
bad trips,” complained one LSD 
user. But bad drugs were not the 


process that began when tons of 
verbiage started pouring from the 
press. “The Haight-Ashbury was our 
town,” said Nancy Getz, a close 
friend of Janis Joplin’s. “It was 
‘sunshine and flowers and love. And 
the media got hold of it and ate us 
and fed us back to ourselves.”

With each passing week things 
got a little heavier, a little freakier, in 
the Haight. The clincher came when 
a couple of independent drug 
dealers were murdered a few days 
apart; one had his arm cut off, the 
other was butchered and thrown off 
a cliff. The hippies were quick to 
blame the Mob, but nobody knew 
what had actually happened. 
Double-crossing, snitching, 
beatings, bums, and disap- 
pearances were endemic to the 
dope industry, and a number of 
people had private scores to settle 
There was also a lot of friction 
between white street kids and 
blacks in the neighboring Fillmore 
district. For a while it seemed like 
everyone was packing heat—a 
blade or a heavy-caliber weapon— 
as Haight-Ashbury degenerated into 
a survival-of-the-fittest trip. 

Alot of acid veterans couldn't 
handle the paranoia and split to the 
countryside, where they hoped to 
pursue a relatively hassle-free 
existence on one of the many 
‘communes that were springing up in 
California and the Southwest. 
These rural enclaves provided a 
temporary haven for those who 
needed to mellow out after having 
their minds blown in a million 
different directions. Others returned 
to their former homes or traveled to 
cities where hippie communities 
were just starting to take root. The 
mass exodus from the Haight 
signaled the end of the Summer of 
Love. The Diggers marked the 
changing seasons by staging a 
symbolic funeral in which “the death 
of the hippie, devoted son of the 
mass media” was proclaimed. A 
coffin filled with hippie ornaments— 
love beads, bandannas, 
underground newspapers, ete— 
was carried through the 
neighborhood and laid to rest. The 
ceremony took place on October 6, 
1967—exactly one year after the 
Love Pageant Rally, when LSD 
became illegal in California. “We're 
trying to sabotage the word ‘hippie 
explained Ron Thelin, former 
proprietor of the Psychedelic Shop 
and Oracle backer who had recently 
joined ranks with the Diggers. “It's 
not our word. It has nothing to do 
with us. We'd like to substitute the 
words ‘Free American’ in its place.” 


By this time the windows of the 
Psychedelic Shop were boarded up 
and the Free Clinic had closed its 
doors for an indefinite period. 
Haight Street was turned into a one- 
way avenue and homeowners and 
merchants vacated the district in 
increasing numbers. Property 
values plummeted, and a wave of 


crime, drug addiction, and police 
repression turned Haight Street into 
Desolation Row. The reign of terror 
lasted for well over a year as cops 
patrolled the area in riot gear, 
foughing up longhairs and busting 
young people indiscriminately. (A 
neighborhood councilperson 
condemned Mayor Joseph Alioto for 
adopting a “domestic Vietnam 
policy” in the Haight. Alioto's retort: 
“We're not going to listen to any 
crybabies complaining about police 
brutality.”) There wasn’t any reason 
to venture into this combat zone 
except to score some dope, and 
that probably meant heroin or 
downers, which had been plentiful 
since the autumn of 1967. Most 
street scavengers, the leftovers from 
the Summer of Love, were into 
shooting junk or sniffing glue or 
drinking rotgut alcohol—whatever 
could deliver them to the land of the 
endlessly numb. 

The Diggers, for their part, 
attempted to carry on the struggle 
despite the decline of the Haight. 
An amazing inborn cleverness kept 
them going through one crisis after 
another. They practiced street savvy 
like a martial art, figuring that the 
best way to deal with the 
established powers was to outfox 
them. Their actions were so 
provocative and unexpected that the 
authorities often didn’t know how to 
react. On one occasion a Digger 
was hauled into FBI headquarters 
for questioning. As the interrogation 
was about to commence, he placed 
a tape recorder on the table and 
tumed it on. The G-man was so 
flustered he cut the interview short. 

In early 1968 the Diggers 
changed their name to the Free City 
Collective and issued a manifesto 
calling for a citywide coalition of 
“free families’ to pool their 
resources and form survival 
networks that could sustain a long- 
term revolutionary effort. They 
forged alliances with street gangs 
from the Latin and Chinese ghettos 
in San Francisco and also worked 
with the American Indian Movement 
and the Black Panther party. In 
response to the intense police 
harassment that was crippling their 
community, Free City advocates 
staged a protracted open-aired 
salon on the steps of City Hall. 
Every day for three months, they 
gathered to read poetry, give out 
copies of the Free City News, and 
carry on outrageously. One of their 
last events before calling it quits on 
the summer solstice of 1968 was a 
Free City Convention (a parody of 
the upcoming Democratic 
Convention in Chicago), complete 
with banners and fanfare anda 


theme: ‘A Vote for Me Is a Vote for 
You.” 

Beyond the Free City the Diggers 
were among the first to raise the 
issue of ecological balance as a 
Political concer. A handful of the 
original San Francisco activists 
would resurface in later years as 
the Planet Drum Foundation, a 
grassroots organization devoted to 
articulating biospheric values 
appropriate to postindustrial society. 
From city to planet, bioregions 
instead of nation-states: a politics of 
living-in-place, reinhabiting where 
you are. Echoes of the drum beat 
could be heard even when the 
Haight was at its heyday. Listen to a 
Digger rap it down:

Sativa was thrown in 
a few generations back to give that fruity 
flavor so often neglected. Of course the 
plants were grown in Humboldt County. 
The unusual shapes were achieved by 
bending the plants down. | have done 
several experiments with this technique 
and have found that it does increase 
yield. A natural growing plant tends to 
have the “nugget” buds on the branches 
grow up and away from the stem. Tying 
the plants down encourages the 
branches to grow straight up like 
individual plants, producing many, many 
more uniform tops. For instance, on a 
natural plant | had one donkey-dick top.

results of the 1984 survey are published 
in the FallMWinter edition of the magazine. 
This survey brings about many notable 
trends in indoor marijuana gardening. 
Most enlightening is the fact that 74% of 
those growers responding to the survey 
grew some or all of their crop indoors. 
Other interesting trends were: early 
flowering cannabis indica or a hybrid 
of across between indica and sativa are 
being grown by 93% of the people sur- 
veyed; only 65% of growers harvested 
their own crops; in order of importance, 
thieves, police, insects, fungi and wildlife 
accounted for the 35% unrealized har- 
vest by growers (all of these deterrents 
are easily controlled indoors). 

The average indoor grower is highly 
motivated. Growers are using such 
advanced production techniques as 
hydroponic systems, CO, generators and 
emitters and very specialized fertilizers. 
These guys are not the average back 
yard weed jerker; they are caring peo- 
ple who pay attention to their plants en- 
vironment. 

If the straight market could take a good 
long look at what indoor growers are 
doing in the U.S. they would increase 
their crop yield and profits substantially. 

Unlike the ‘60s or ‘70s, when it was 
easy to tell who smoked marijuana by the 
length of their hair and dress, the ‘80s 
have none of those tell tale signs. Twenty 
million people smoke marijuana daily but 
‘they seldom use it in public. This makes 
pot smokers even harder to distinguish. A 
similar phenomena envolved with indoor 
growers as distinguished from outdoor 
growers. Remember when the term 
“Guerilla Grower’ was commonplace? 
Just the phrase brought to mind a picture 
‘of an old hippie or “Trip Wire” person 
(Vietnam vet that lives alone in the 
woods) who refuses to conform to the 
values of modern society. They live in the 
country and grow marijuana because it is 
the only source of income around. 

Today, all of that has changed. Your 
next door neighbor could be an indoor 
grower. You could look as straight but 
hopefully not as goofy as Ronnie 
Raygun, and be sitting on a couple of 
halides blazing away in the basement. 

The cops put indoor gardens on the 
bottom of their priority list. One rainy 
night the cops knocked on the door of an 
indoor grower. They thought that a sus- 
pect they had been chasing fled into the 
home (he actually had not). Nonetheless, 
three burly, intimidating cops demanded 
to search the home even though they had 
no search warrant. The owner let them in 
to conduct the hasty search. One of the 
cops uncovered the three light garden in 
the basement. 


Officer O’Leany said: “A word of 


advice, Ms. Rainwater, get rid of the 
garden in the basement or there might be 
some problems in a month or so.” 

“Yes sir" replied a resentful Rainwater. 

She waited a week, harvested the two 
and a half pounds of bud and moved the 
remaining unharvested clones to a 
friend's house until she found another 
house to rent. As far as | know, the police 
never took the time to return, 

“Growing indoors makes everybody 
equal," a friend remarked recently. Peo- 
ple in California or Florida have no spe- 
cial edge over growers in Seattle, South 
Dakota or Maine. Indoors, anybody with 
a plug and spare room can grow mari- 
juana. 

Professionial people who could easily 
afford to purchase product still grow mari- 
juana indoors. Why? Most of them do not 
want the exposure of purchasing the 
illegal product from an unknown dealer. 
And they are too busy to take the time to 
put together a dope deal that takes 
forever. Most importantly, these growers 
are able to enjoy connoisseurs’ quality 
smoke daily for only a few pennies. 

Profit-oriented pot propagators are 
prevalent. One such fellow, James, an 
interesting and charismatic sort, had just 
harvested his fourth crop in less than a 
year. He affirmed: “I have had it with 
growing small crops.” The next day he 
added eight more HID's to his basement 
for a total of 16000 watt HID's. 

Another 60 year old man has been 
growing marijuana indoors for over three 
years. “Before | started growing mari- 
juana, | had no idea what it looked like,” 
he said. “Well, | got to the point that | 
realized there would be no retirement 
fund for me at my old job and | just do not 
trust the government to dole out a 
respectable amount of Social Security to 
live on. That's when | decided to grow 
marijuana.” 

Rigorous indoor breeding programs 
performed by many hard working individ- 
uals have accounted for increased quality 
and higher yields. Indoor gardening has 
opened new vistas for breeders. Since 
the climate can be totally controlled 
indoors, plants can be forced to complete 
2-4 lifecycles in a single year indoors. A 
new hybrid variety of marijuana that used 
to take five years or longer to develop can 
now evolve in just a couple of years. 

“Over a year has passed since I've 
harvested the first indoor crop” said Dean 
with a peaceful smile as he handed his 
girlfriend a joint. 

“You sure have turned this basement 
into a tropical pot forest” replied Joan. 
“The neighborhood kids will never even 
know these plants exist.” 

“That's right, sweetie,” said Dean 
through a puff of smoke. 

“Three successtul crops with no para- 
noia and the best part is that we can help 
all of our friends set up gardens with the 
excess clones we have.” @

Dear Ed, 

| live in the South-Western Arizona 
desert, where it is not uncommon for the 
sun to reach 115-120 degrees. 

I have grown plants for two years and 
when | first started growing, | would 
keep them outside in full sunlight and the 
sun killed my pot plants by June. The 
only way | found to keep my plants from 
dying was to keep them shaded from 
the East so they received direct sunlight 
only from 2-7 p.m. 

Is there any way to protect plants from 
the terrible dehydrating sun? 

KA. 
Yuma, Arizona 


Growing plants under clearskiesinhot 
dry climates need not be stressful to 
marijuana. The plants in your garden 
probably died because they could not 
obtain enough water or because they had 
shallow roots which fried in the hot upper 
portion of the soil. 

If the plants are well watered so the 
water penetrates deeply into the medium, 
the roots will follow it down. The deeper 
soil layers are not subject to the radical 
temperature changes found in the upper 
layers. 

During the summer, the soil must never 
be allowed to dry out. The roots draw 
water which is transpired by the leaves. 
Should the water source dry up, the 
leaves start to lose the water from their 
cells. They lose their turgidity, and they 
wilt. As the drying continues, the cells 
die. Even a slight wilt due to water stress 
hurts the plants. If the plants are not 
watered they will die in a matter of hours. 

During the hottest part of the day the 
leaves of plants with enough water some- 
times lose turgidity and drape a little. 
This is a normal reaction, a protective 
measure that the plant uses: when the 
sun is too intense for the leaf it changes 
its angle in relation to the sun by wilting a 
little so that it receives less light. 

Plants grown in partial shade under 
these conditions do well, as you experi- 
enced. The soil is not as likely to go 
through radical temperature changes, 
and the plants receive enough light to 
grow well and yield. Even indirect light 
may provide enough intensity in some 
unclouded areas to grow plants that have 
a decent yield. 

There are two commercial products 
available which may be of interest to 
gardeners cultivating in sunny hot dry 
climates: 

1. The first is called Wiltpruf®, and it is 
sprayed on the leaves of plants to 
slow transpiration during stressful 
periods. The directions recommend 
it for transplanting and during 
stressful climactic conditions such 
as hot dry winds. Available at many 
nurseries. 


2. The second is called Terra-Sorb®, 
and it is a starch developed for use 
in agriculture. It is lightweight and is 
mixed with soil. One tablespoon of 
the stuff holds 6-8 ounces of water, 
allowing the soil to absorb a lot more 
moisture. The starch releases’ the 
water as the soil dries. It is available 
from Domestic Growers Supply. 

Dear Ed, 

Ihave been growing for eight years. 
This summer | came across a par- 
ticularly nasty insect pest called the 
powder bug. This pest bores a hole in 
the stalk of a plant and leaves a fine 
powdery dust behind which is how it got 
its name. 

The pest lays eggs in the %-1/0 inch 
hole and then the trouble really starts. 
The plant is eaten from the inside out 
and does not recover. Plant symptoms 
are: 

1. Swelling in the stalk usually where 

the plant stems connect. 

2. Leaf and stem wilting, leaves turn 
yellow and brown followed by even- 
tual death. (These are virtually the 
same symptoms as fusarium wilt.) 

Powder bugs are very resistant to 
insecticides and once inside the plant 
they are well protected. They ruined one- 
third of my crop, but | was able to save 
the other two-thirds. The only safe bio- 
degradable insecticide that could con- 
trol them was Raid Garden Fogger? 
which is found in most supermarkets 
and garden stores. 

The insecticide contains .2% 
pyrethrum which also kills all manner of 
mites, aphids and white flies. It also 
keeps away insécts too numerous to 
mention. Pyrethrum kills on contact and 
was the only thing that drove the pests 
away. | sprayed weekly in June and July; 
that's when the borers first appear in this 
area. 

also want to mention that there is an 
incredible book out there that tells you 
how to spot a narc, avoid arrest and how 
to get your sentence reduced. | was 
skeptical when I first read its claims. But 
after reading it | can truthfully say that 
the stuff in this book will keep you out of 
jail.

Thanks for the tip. | would like to add 
that pyrethrum is considered one of the 
safest insecticides. It is extracted from 
pyrethrum flowers (related to chry- 
santhemums) and is considered 
harmless to warm blooded animals. 
Insects and fish are affected by it. Once it 
is in the atmosphere it breaks down 
rapidly. Pyrethrum insecticides are usu- 
ally registered for use with food plants.

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Dear Ed, 

How would | seed just one plant? 
—TS., 

Marion County, Kentucky 


If the plant is in a container then it can 
be moved near the pollinator. Plants 
which are not moveable and are in a 
garden with other females must be 
treated very carefully. The pollen can be 
placed in a paper bag which is then 
placed over the bud, secured tightly, and 
shaken so that the pollen comes in 
contact with the fernale’s pistils. 

‘Another method is to place the pollen 
in a small jar, and then paint the colas to 
be pollinated with a small watercolor 
brush. 


Dear Ed, 

We have a 10 x 12 foot room that we're 
using to grow seven large indica plants 
and several smaller ones. We're using 
one 1000 watt halide. We cut a small 
hole in the ceiling and installed a small 
‘outtake fan and also have a small fan 
circulating the air in the room. We have 
also made our own CO, and got great 
results. 

Our only real problem is mold, on the 
walls, floor and even in the closet. A 
friend of ours suggested we consider 
using paint that is used on the bottom of 
boats. It's very thick and helps deter the 
growth of algae. 

Do you think we should consider the 
idea?

Rather than marine paint you could try 
a horticultural fungicidal paint which is 
used in greenhouses. This will not pre- 
vent mold from forming on the buds 
however. To do that the humidity has to 
be lowered. If you cannot vent the 
moisture out, you might try using a 
dehumidifier. A small unit should dry 
your room up ina day or so. After that, it 
need be used intermittently. 


Dear Ed, 

I have a 400 watt metal halide lamp. 
Can | use a high pressure bulb to 
replace it?

No. Although the lamp fits in the fix- 
ture, a different ballast is used. 


Dear Ed, 

Everytime | start a new crop the seed- 
lings are lanky and often collapse under 
their own weight. What can | do?

The plants are growing lanky because 
they are receiving low-light conditions 


and warm temperatures. Lower the tem- 
perature and increase the intensity of 
light. 


Dear Ed, 

| was reading the February issue of 
HIGH TIMES and a couple of letters 
regarding ruderalis made me take 
notice. Perhaps my experiences with 
ruderalis can throw some light on the 
subject. 

In the early fall of 1974 | left for 
Afghanistan to bring back what | think 
are the greatest cannabis seeds known 
to man. Most afghani cannabis stock is 
indica or a indica-ruderalis cross. How- 
ever in the far northern regions, the 
Afghani-Russian border area, the true 
ruderalis strain is cultivated. | spent four 
months travelling in the mountains and 
getting close to the mountain tribespeo- 
ple and the true ruderalis farmers. 

| was able to get back home with a kilo 
of these most incredible seeds. Then | 
distributed them to Arizona, Australia, 
California, eastern and western Canada, 
New Zealand, Oregon, Virginia and 
Washington. 

The seeds are much larger than sati- 
vas and indicas. The seedlings are more 
vibrant and hardier, the leaf configura- 
tion broader, with leaves and branches 
reaching for the sun. The stem and 
leaves turn purplish when the plants 
start to mature. In Afghanistan the plants 
grow only one-four feet tall due to the 
harsh climate: 

— Very, very dry conditions, 
— High altitude with cold nights, 
— Lack of fertile soil. 

In western countries where they are 
given large arnounts of water and fertil- 
izer, they grow 4-12 feet tall, and very 
broad, up to six feet across. The buds 
are very dense and heavy at maturity 
and covered with a gooey crystal which 
makes the ultimate Afghani hash. The 
pruned weight is very impressive with 
plants coming in at one-three Ibs. for the 
finished product. 

Another great thing about ruderalis is 
itis adapted to elevations up to 3500 feet 
or so and a northern climate. It is the 
most northern variety of the Afghanis. It 
is not an equatorial plant. It does best 
with hot dry days and cool evenings and 
can take the cold frosty fall weather 
around harvest time. 

A few farmers in the Emerald Triangle 
have made some wondertul genetic 
advances with ruderalis, producing an 
early wonder that takes only four months 
to harvest. 

In closing I'd like to say that the true 
ruderalis is no rope plant but a high THC 
plant that deserves a great deal of 
respect. It will reward a caring farmer 
1000 times over.

It sh@fid not be used on plants 
because it will kill them, as you experi- 
enced. 


Dear Ed, 

For three years I've been growing a 
good Afghani. It grows really well here 
along Lake Erie, New York. My problem 
is that the winds wreak havoc on my 
plants, sometimes twisting them right off 
the stalks. Is there any way of producing 
a stronger, thicker main stalk?

@ Testimony by informants 
presents special problems—and 
opportunities—for defense 
attorneys.

@ Behind the “solution” to almost all 
major crimes these days is a criminal 
who has supplied information to the 
police. “Cooperating individuals’, 
“informants”, “snitches’ by any other 
name—their use is viewed by the gov- 
emment and the courts as a “necessary 
evil” because the police are frequently 
unable to solve these cases in the tradi- 
tional ways. But as experienced pros- 
ecutors, including the Assistant Attorney 
General for the Criminal Division of the 
U.S. Department of Justice’, have noted, 
working with criminals as government 
witnesses is a risky business for several 
obvious reasons. To begin with, criminals 
in general will say and do almost any- 
thing to get what they want, particularly 
when their goal is to get out of trouble 
with the law. And, for government infor- 
mants in major drug cases, when the 
penalties these witnesses face if they are 
prosecuted are very serious, this 
willingness to say and do anything 
includes not only truthfully incriminating 
their friends and relatives but also lying, 
committing perjury, manufacturing evi- 
dence, soliciting others to corroborate 
their falsehoods, and double-crossing 
anyone and everyone with whom they 
come in contact—including the pros- 
ecutor and other government agents. To 
many informants, “truth” is a foreign 
notion; “conning” people is a modus 
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operandi which has been developed to a 
high degree over a substantial period of 
time. Further, jurors, who are generally 
law-abiding citizens, are predisposed, 
from their earliest childhood experiences, 
to distrust “tattletales” and those who ask 
the jurors to rely on their testimony. 
Accordingly, the use of informants as 
witnesses can often backfire on the gov- 
emment and result in making the pros- 
ecution’s case weaker rather than 
stronger. And this is particularly so if the 
defense attorney is skillful in exploiting 
the government's inherent problems with 
these individuals. 

The key to whether or not the jury will 
accept the testimony of an informant is 
the extent to which the witness testimony 
is corroborated, particularly by the use of 
tapes, charts, exhibits, photographs and 
other types of physical evidence. And 
seasoned prosecutors often attempt on 
direct examination to act as if they are not 
the champions of the witness by con- 
fronting the informant with all of his prior 
misconduct in an effort to steal the 
defense thunder on cross-examination. 
Prosecutors will thus try to prove the guilt 
of these witnesses, as well as the guilt of 
the defendant, through their questioning. 
In order to be able to turn the tables on 
the D.A. the defense attorney, must 
understand what motivates these types 
of witnesses and then conduct his own 
investigation of the character and back- 
ground of the informant with an eye 
towards cross-examination and the intro- 
duction of substantive impeachment evi- 
dence. 

‘As a general proposition, the degree of 
participation of the informant in the crimi- 
nal activity which is the subject of the 
prosecution, and the relationship 
between the defense theory of the case 
and the probable testimony of the infor- 
mant define the scope of permissible 
impeachment. Proof of bias and the wit- 
ness’ motivation to testify falsely are 
never collateral. Traditional motives for 
informant cooperation with the govern- 
ment include fear (both of the govern- 
ment and of the defendant), egotism 
(many snitches like playing detective), 
money (and other financial and non- 
financial inducements from the govern- 
ment), revenge (on ex-spouses or friends 
or to damage a competitor's business), 
reformation (many informants claim to 
ahve now seen “the light’), and insurance 
(many snitches realize they will be 
unable to avoid future law violations and 
want to establish some “credit” with the 
police). 

Some, but by no means all, of these 
motives will be reflected in the informant’s 
plea agreement with the government, a 


document the defense attorney should 
seek to obtain through discovery at the 
earliest possible juncture. All the terms 
and conditions of the plea agreement are 
not necessarily admissible at trial, how- 
ever. The prosecutor cannot use the 
terms so as to appear to vouch for the 
witness; and the defense attorney may 
not want to expose certain facts con- 
tained within the agreement such as the 
informant’s placement in a Witness Pro- 
tection Program. In addition, pursuant to 
the Rules of Criminal Procedure and the 
Rules of Evidence, and under the 
authority of the major cases governing 
the disclosure of exculpatory and 
impeachment information to the defense, 
the following types of information should 
be demanded and, if not turned over 
voluntarily by the government, litigated 
for as well: (a) the informant's complete 
criminal record, including arrests, guilty 
veredicts and pleas, juvenile adjudica- 
tions, probation and parole reports, and 
records from jails or prisons; (b) the 
pendancy of any cases (civil or criminal) 
or investigations in which the witness is a 
party or a target; (c) all information 
regarding physical, emotional and mental 
problems of the witness and any evi- 
dence of substance abuse—including 
the amount, types of drugs, and methods 
of ingestion; (d) the total compensation 
package provided to the informant by the 
government—including all written or oral 
agreements (express or implied) and all 
notes and other records pertaining to the 
“deal”; (e) evidence of the witness’ in- 
volvement in fabrication in the instant or 
prior cases; (f) any prior false statements 
under oath by the informant including 
those made on employment applications, 
visa or passport applications, loan 
applications, property, car or boat rental 
application, in forma pauperis affidavits, 
state and federal income tax returns, and 
the like; (g) all prior testimony by the 
witness before any state, local or federal 
grand or petit juries or administrative 
agencies in any criminal or civil proceed- 
ing; (h) any evidence of attempts by the 
informant to corrupt, defraud, deceive, 
bribe, solicit benefits or manipulate oth- 
ers for personal gain; (i) any other evi-

dence of the witness’ poor reputation for 
truthfulness among his family, friends, 
probation or parole officers and the gov- 
ernment agents with whom he is working; 
and (j) records relating to the results of 
any polygraph examinations or other 
types of scientific tests bearing on the 
informants credibility, trustworthiness, 
motivation or bias. 

Defense counsel should assume that 
his discovery efforts will be resisted by 
the government and the courts, or at the 
least, that the prosecutor will be unaware 
of the existence of much of the evidence 
you request and will not go to great 
lengths to uncover it for you. Accordingly, 
your formal and informal discovery efforts 
must simultaneously be coupled with 
your own independent investigation 
designed to uncover the “dirt” with which 
you will smear the informant, and thus 
the government, at trial. Aside from talk- 
ing to your own client and his co-deten- 
dants (with their counsels permission) 
about the witness, interview the infor- 
mant’s family, friends, teachers, employ- 
ers, and neighbors. Review court records 
and other documents which are publicly 
available. Consider filing FOIA requests. 
In short, use your imagination. 

Aside from the value of the aforemen- 


ure | 
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tioned materials for cross-examination, a 
good deal of this evidence can be pre- 
sented extrinsically in the defense case 
at trial. The key to the successful invoca- 
tion of this important right will turn on 
televancy and your need to prove: (1) 
traditional credibility factors; (2) support 
your clients claimed defense, and (3) 
under certain limited circumstances, to 
disprove false testimony which attacks a 
defense claim. For example, even after 
an informant has disavowed partially, bias 
towards’the defense may be proved by 
extrinsic evidence. Similarly, the Sixth 
Amendment requires that your client be 
Permitted to go beyond the bare facts of 
an informant’ guilty plea to demonstrate 
the witness’ bias in favor of the govern- 
ment. And, even as to arguably collateral 
matters, trial judges still retain broad 
discretion in terms of admitting impeach- 
ment evidence. Remember that before 
the adoption of the Federal Rules of 
Evidence, the extent of permissible 
cross-examination of informants varied 
widely among the Circuit Courts. Accord- 
ingly, strong arguments, based on the 
pre-Rules federal common law, can be 
made to permit expanded inquiry and 
introduction of evidence concerning the 
honesty of the witness as well as his 
truthfulness. 

Finally, you should use jury instructions 
to maximize the impact of your informant

impeachment. Ask for charges on the 
testimony of informants, accomplices, 
interested witnesses, immunized wit- 
nesses, admitted perjurors, addicts, and 
bias and motive to falsify. Redraft the 
pattern instructions to reflect the develop- 
ing case law in this area and do not 
hesitate to rely solely on basic concepts 
of due process, fundamental fairness 
and a trial as a search for the truth if you 
can find no specific case authority for 
your positions. Finally, argue to the jury in 
your summation that the informant has 
led a “life of lies’, that he has falsely 
incriminated your client in order to secure 
his “bargain”, and that he thinks by testi- 
fying consistently (as opposed to truth- 
fully) with the information he initially 
provided to the authorities, he can 
deceive the prosecution into believing 
that he has lived up to the terms of his 
agreement. 

By using the principles outlined herein 
to discredit the prosecution's case, you 
can make the government pay for its 
reliance on criminals to do the work for 
which law enforcement agents were 
hired. And, often, that will be your client's 
only method of defending himself against 
the indictment. @

Sabre’s lowflying maneuvers were designed 
to avoid the Aerostat radar: three aluminum 
helium-filled balloons tethered over Florida 
and designed to target low-flying aircraft. 
Although each balloon monitors an earth 
circle 320 miles in diameter, their coverage 
does not overlap. Consequently, there 
remains a narrow alley for skillful smuggler 
pilots to slip through. Both pilots knew the 
flight path well, having made several legiti- 
mate practice flights over the same route. 
Their inside informers had given them the 
exact area covered by the 2,500-foot-high 
balloon radar stations, but the alley had also 
been field-verified two days earlier with 
electronic equipment on Company boats and 
planes (just in case the Aerostat balloons had 
been relocated). 


pany radioman received the latest 
intelligence on the location of the U.S.

Temple's ABSOLUTE BEGIN- 
NERS don't have much to do with one 
another except that they’re both 
musicals or at least use music to relate 
to image, and they're both willing to take 
chances in their insistence on style and 
determination to entertain. Of the two, 
ABSOLUTE BEGINNERS is the most 
determined as well as the least entertain- 
ing: BYE BYE BIRDIE fused with BRAZIL.

On the other 
hand, HOME OF THE BRAVE, for all its 
technical wizardry and reliance on style, 
is amazingly simple and clear cut and it 
does have Laurie Anderson to play 
around with for an hour-and-a-half.
